Heis going to be enter- 
tained as the QUEEN’Ss guest, though not at one 
of the Royal palaces; he will pry a State visit 
to the Qity, and every sort of amusement 
which he can desire will no doubt be. 
provided for him. His entertainers will be. 
well advised to be moderate in their arrange- 
ments for sight-seeing, for Oricntals ure easily 
bored. They are not accustomed to the pree at 
which Europeans, and especially Englishmen, 
habitually live, and soon get tired of what we 
regard as pleasure. Nasruwya Khan will find 
himself in.a new world, and if he is an intelligent 
observer will be ableto carry to his father reports 
of the wonders of the West which will interest 
and perhaps astonish him. The Prince is a 
young man of some twenty years of age, whose 
experience, has thus far been confined within a 
very limited range. He knows little of India, 
and he is a complete stranger to the ways of 
Burope. It is to be hoped that he will enjoy 
his sojourn among us, and be duly im- 
pressed with all that- his hosts may have 
to'show him. We fear that he cun hardly be! 
Waueh struck with the proofs that will be afforded : 
to-him of our power at sea, for he is aware that, 
whatever may be the strength of our navy, iron- 
clads can never find their way to Cabul.

The two Inst-named ollicers 
hecompanied the Shahzada from India, and there 
ape algo on board the Clive, in attendance upon him, 
Mr. I, A. Martin, Agent Genoral of the Government 
of Afghanistan, who wnet Nasrnilah Khan on the 
Indian frontier. With the Prince from Cabul havo 
come Muhammed Akram Khan and Mubammod 
Hassan Khan, both members of tho reigning family. 
Nosrullah Khan's native suite also includes the Khotal 
of Cabul, several membors of his household, a military 
detachment of twenty Cavalry and Infantry, and 
forty native servants. Miss Liling Hamilton, M.D.,

Accordingly, he 
has sent his second son, who when 
at home acts as his father’s chief 
accountant. Nasrulla is said to be 
neither impressionable nor easily 
pleased ; but he will see here a 
good deal to interest him, and he 
will probably go back a wiser man. 
In any case, his visit will once 
more direct attention to Afghani- 
stan, and Mr. Wheeler’s book

Mr. Wheeler 
describes .in . considerable detail the 
troublous: days. under Shere Ali, against 
whom the present Ameer fought, and tells 
how 'when defeated in 1869 he fled to 
Waziristan, ‘here he was joined by his 
uncle, Mahomed Azim. Thence they 
wrote to the British authorities asking for 
an asylum, and the frontier officer, mis- 
understanding the wishes of his Govern- 
ment, made answer that if they once 
entered British territory they would never 
again be allowed to return to Afghanistan. 
Whiat great events from little causes g 
spring! By this mistake the fugitives | 
had to seek refuge elsewhere. Abdur 
Rahman went on to Bokhara, where he 
first opened communications with the 
Russians, and afterwards reached 
Tashkend, where he settled down as “a 
pensioner of the White Czar.” Years afterwards he told Sir Salter Fyne 
that ‘during his exile he was accustomed to pose as a man of dull 
understanding in order that the Russians might leave him to his own 
devices” ; but Mr. Wheeler takes this statement with a grain of salt 
However this may be, he remained for years an exile, ‘sharpening the 
sword of opportunity,” and at Jast the chance came. 


From Exile to Throne. 

On the deportation of Yakoob Khan Abdur Rahman was allowad to 
quit Tashkend. The Russians lent or gave him £2,500, and

The Shalizeda Nasrallah Khan arrived at Victoria Station a few minutes

Lord 
Carrington, the lord Chamberlain, was there, with Mr, Fowler, 
the Secretary of State for lnidia, and Lord Reay, the Under-Secretary, 
Sir S.C. B. Ponsonby Faue, the Comptroller, represented Mr, Spencer, 
the Vice-Chamberlain, who had been summoned to Windsor, Lord 
Methuen, Commander of the kKlome District, was present with the members 
of the district stall. Ail were in uniform, and the show of colour presented 
a charming appearance. Shortly belove the arrival of the traip, the 
earriages for the use of the Shahzada and his suite drove into the station, 
When the train drew up, and the Shahzada descended, the band played, 
the guard of honour presented arms, and then the presentations began: 
Those with the Priuce, Mohammed Akram IXhan, Mohammed [Hassan 
Kiran, and the Khotal of Cabul, stepped trom their curriages, aud grouped 
theinselves near the Shahzsda, butthey were pressed forward by a nuniber 
of ladies who had accompanied the officers of state, all of whom appeared 
anxious to sce the distinguisiied visitor. 

‘The Prince is of average height, though he looked short, surrounded as 
he was by the brilliant staff in attendance, tle wore a dark blue frock coat, 
richly embroidered with pold lilies, end heavy gold epaulettes; on his 
head was an Astrachan hat, and me decoration he wore was the Star of 
India. By his side he wore a gold handled sword, oa whieh he kept 
his left hand during the ceremony. Colovel ‘La}bot presented the Lord 
Chambertain, and translated the speeches of the l.ord Chamberlain 
and the Prince’s reply. ‘The Lord Chamberlain presented Mr. fowler, 
Lord Reay, ford Neville, and Sir Stewart Batley, and Mr, Fowler 
introduced Lord Methucu and the members of the staff of the llome 
District, and to each the Shahzada spoke a few words.

As an instance 
of the.suspicion and excitement that are aroused by 
the absence of the ruler or even a Prince of 
Afghanistan, it may be mentioned that the visit of 
Nasrullah Khan is likely to create, a misunder- 
standing, Tho Afghans may consjder that the 
invitation to the second son indicates the desiro of 
Yngland ‘that he should suoceed his father as 
Ameer.’ This impression may not be removed 
‘by the’ knowledge that it is regarded as 
nadvisable to allow the heir to the throne to leave 
the-country, lest, in the event of the Amecr’s death, 
Afghanistan should be without « rulor, and rival 
candidates be put forth.

RECEPTION AT PORTSMOUTH. 

Nasrulla Khan, son of tho Amcer of Afghanistan, 
landed at Portsmouth yesterday in bright and 
favourahle weather. Tho shipping in the harbour 
presented a gay appearance, all the vossels being 
decked with colours in honour of tho Queen’s birth- 
day and the distinguished visitor. The Clive had 
boen brought alongside the Sonth Railway jetty in 
the Dockyard early in the morniug, and just before 
eloven Adiniral Sir Nowell Salmon and Lieutenant- 
General J. Davis assembled with their respective 
staffs on the jetty. ‘They ware joined by Major J, 
McNeill, representing the Quoen, Sir Gerald Fitz- 
gerald, representing the Secretary of State for 
India. The Mayor and Corporation of Portsmouth 
wero also present. The Prince, on landing, accom- 
panied by Lientcnant-Colonel Talbot, was received 
by a guard of hononr of the Royal Marines, the 
band of tho regiment playing tho National Anthem. 
His, Highness, having inspected the guard of 
honour, was introduced to varions naval and mili- 
tary officers present and to the Corporation. officials. 
The Mayor, on behalf of the inhabitants, congratu- 
lated his Highness on his safe arrival, and caid he 
ventured to express the hope that his visit would 
be the means of strongthening tho friendship that 
existed between the two countries. Nasrulla 
Khan, in reply, thanked the Mayor for his kind 
wishes, which he warmly reciprocated. The Prince 
subsequently entered a two-lorsed carriage, and 
drove to the Common to witness the review of six 
thousand troops, and the trooping of colours, The 
Prince was attired in o blue uniform, the breast of 
the frock coat being gorgeously embroidered with 
gold. His head-year consisted af a blne velvet 
turban, trimmed with astrachan, decorated with a 
large diamond star.

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THE TROOPING OF THE COLOUR. 


PRINCE NASRULLA KHAN PRESENT. 


It is rather astonishing that so many people should be induced to 


get up early year atter year to try to witness the spectacle of 


the trooping of the colour, for it is next to impossible for the majority 
to see it It is in truth a_ hot, dusty, rather tiresome cere- 
mony. The broad expanse of the Horse Guards’ parade, even when 
garnished by the uniforms of the red-coats and fringed by the trees of St. 
James's Park, is not particularly grateful to the eye of the spectator 
squeezed against the wall under a blazing sun, while the interminable 
marching and counter-inarching, and even the ridiculous antics of the druva- 
majors, pall on the appetite of the layman in a very short, time. Yet 
the throng was great as ever to-day, and in its way the ceremony, 
owing to the presence of the young Afghan’ Prince now visiting 
England, was unusually brilliant. As early as eight o'clock portions of the 
Brigade of Guards, consisting of the Grenadiers, Scots Guards, and Cold- 
Streams, took up their positions in the quadrangle to keep the ground, 
while inside the line of Guards were the massed bands of the regiments, a 
squadron of Lie Guards with their band, and a squadron of Koyal Horse 
Guards Blue = * , 

At half-past nine or thereabouts the 1st Grenadiers marched on to 
the parade ground, followed by the Coldstream and Scots Guards, the 
latter marching merrily along to the skirl of the bagpipes. lord Falmouth 
commanded the parade, and Captain Shute acted as Brigade Major. 
The whole of the men as usual on these occasions wore new uniforms so 
that when the sun burst from the clouds the scene was most effective, and 
a host of photographers who had taken up positions of vantage were soon 
busy with their cameras. Shortly before ten o'clock Mr, and Mrs. Camp- 
bell-Bannerman drove on to theparade; followed by the Italian Ambassador. 
At ten o'clock round alter roundof cheering from thedirection of the Mall an- 
nounced the approach of the Royal’ party and the headquajrters’ -statf. 
On the left rode the Duke of Cambridge as: Commander-in-Chief, and on 
the right the Prince of Wales, and between the two rode the son of the 
Ameer, Nasrulla Khan, clad in scarlet unilorm elaborately trimmed with 
gold lace and wearing a fez-shaped Astrachan cap. In the company 
‘that followed rode the Shahzada’s attendants, in picturesque uniforms, 
matching well with their dark complexions and black beards. As the 
cavalcade reached the saluting base the troops gave a Royal salute and the 
massed bands played the National Anthem, 

The Commander-in-Chief at once commenced the inspection of the 
line, and while this was in progress the bands played various selections. 
The Duke and his ‘party passed along the front of the line and then made 
a complete circuit of the \roops. As they passed the St James’s Park 
side of thé parade the crowd lustily cheered the Royal party and tne 
distinguished Asiatic visitor. ‘The inspection having been completed, the 
trooping ceremony commenced. 

The trooping of the colour was followed by a march-past by the 
Grenadier, Coldstream, and Scots Guards in slow and quick time, the 
ceremony of marching the guard to St. James’s Palace following, at which 
juncture the Princess of Wales, the Wuchess of York, the Duke 
and Duchess of Coburg, the Duchess of Teck, and other members of the 
hoyal Family, drove irom the parade ground, On the armival of the 
guard at St. James’s Palace a selection of music was played by the 
combined bands, * 
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THE AFGHAN PRINCE IN LONDON. 


Munctually at five o'clock last night the Afghan Prince and his st 
arrived at Victoria Station, ‘the London, Brighton, and South Co 
Railway officials, under the direction of Mr. G. Wright, the station super 
tendent, had decorated the arrival platform with flags, flowers, and la 
palin trees. A distinguished company assembled to meet the august visit 
including Lord Carrington (the Lord Chamberlain), representing the Cue 
My H, H. Yowler, Secretary of State for India, Colonel Colvi 
Master of Ceremonies, Lord Methuen, ord Reay, St. Stuart Bayley, he 
of the Political Department, [nadia Office, Sir Henry Ewart, Lord Her 
Neville, the Hon, 12, Brand, and the Khan Anur of Bakhsh A gua 
of honour, consisting of the 2nd Battalion of Coldstream Guards, anc 
Captain's escort of the Ist Life Guards were drawn up, under the comma 
of lord Methnen, Immediately the special train arrived the l’rince stepp 
froin the private saloon, and the troops presented arms. Mr. lowler a 
other leading gentlemen were presented to the Shahzada, by the Lo 
Chamberlain, while Colonel V'albot acted as interpreter. Mr, Fowler h 
about five minutes’ conversation with the youny Prince, ancl some remar 
made by the Secretary for India caused the visitor to laugh heartily. Af 
the presentations the Prince inspected the guard of honour. At twer 
minutes past five the Prince entered the Queen’s carriage in waiting, dra 
by four horses, and proceeded to Dorchester House, l’ark-lane.  Ontsi 
the station a great crowd had assembled, and a hearty cheer was rais 
as the Ameer’s son passed. Ile acknowledged the cheer by wavi 
his hand. The route to Jorchester Llouse was kept by a line of poli 
The personal followers o7 the Prince were driven from the station to Pa: 
lane in about twenty royal omnibuses. ‘The Prince appeared to be grea 
impressed by the heartiness of his reception. 

‘The Prince is of average height, though he looks short, surrounded 
his brilliant staf! He yesterday wore a dark blue frock coat, ricl 
embroidered with gold lilies, and heavy gold epaulettes; on | 
head was an Astrachan hat, and the decoration ne wore was t 
Star of India By his side he wore a gold handled sword, 
which he kept his left hand during the ceremony on the platfo 
at Victoria, 

His Highness’s bodyguard consists of ten cavalrymen in very dz 
blue tunics, grey tweed trousers, and wearing a head-dress of sal 
colour, bnt made of the fur oi the stone-martin. They carry Mart 
carbines, the ammunition for which is contained in leather cartridge belts, 
similarnumber of infantrymenayve in scarlet coats and white ducks, their rou 
closely-fitting caps heing edged with prey astrachan. The servants, so:

‘The same arguments 
applied with little, if any, legs force to his 
eldest son, At his father’s age, and in the 
present condition of the country, any accident 
to the SovEREIGN would have jeopardised his 
chances of the succession. It is essential for 
his succession that he should be on the spot 
when his father dies. To the second son, how- 
ever, those objections to absence from the 
country had very much less weight. ‘The 
chances are strong against a double fatality 
even in Afghanistan. And he will report to his 
father and brother the many wonderful things 
he will see in this country and in India, Our 
youthful visitor can scarcely fail to be impressed 
with the power and might of this country, and 
he will see many examples of our unrivalled 
energy and our ceaseless activities. If a good 
impression is made upon him his return to his 
native country is alinost certain to result in a 
better approciation of our position and a dosiro 
to maintain the friendly and onlightened policy 
that the presout AMenr has pursued, Sir SALTER 
Pyne hag already dono wonders in the capital, 
and with the backing up he will probably receive 
when tho AmMEER’s son. returns he ought to do 
still more. With a better understanding on 
both sides a stronger Afghanistan, which must 
result, will prove bonoficial to both—to Afyhani- 
stan in advancing on the road of progress, and 
to, ourselves in possessing along so much of our 
Indian frontier a strong ally.

MORE LIGHT ON THE AMEER. 

Wir great pomp and royal splendour the second sou of the Ameer of 
Afghanistan has been received in England, and it is but hatural that the 
attention of Englishmen should be turned with interest upon the Court 
and the country of which he is the representative, Mr, Stephen Whecler’s 
book on the Ameer Abdur Rahiman,* which we briefly noticed last week, ig 
a volume which should be in the hands of every one who is interested in 
the visit of his llighness Nasrulla Khan, As a popular guide tu the 
country and people of Afghanistan it has been published at a most 
opportune moinent, In the history of the father nay be read the position 
and prospects of the son, and the story of the Ameer Abdur Rahman and 
his rule over Afghanistan has found an unusually competent narrator iu 
one who knows India and its problems so thoroughly as Mr. Wheeler, 


How Agpur Ranman Became AMEER, 

Yor fifteen years the Ameer lias ruled over Afghanistan. ‘The son of 
Mahomed Afzul Khan, and grandson of the Ameer Lost Mahomed, he 
passed his boyhood north of the Hindoo Koosh ; but this period in his life 
remains a blank. His earliest mention is in 1863, as suppressing a rising 
of Kattaghan Uzbegs in IXunduz, and from that time onwards 
strange vicissitudes marked his life. Elis grandfather died in 1863, 
and then began a long fratricidal war for the throne. Dost Mahomed 
had designated his son Shere Ali as heir, passing over the elder brothers 
Afzul and Azim; for Shere Ali was the child of a royal lady, while the 
other two were children of a Bangash woman froin Kurram, ere it nay 
be worth pointing out that Habibullah and Nasrulla Khan on the one side, 
and their young half-brother Mahomed Omar Khan, stand in the same 
relations now to Abdur Ralunan as did Atzul, Azim, aud Shere Ali to 
Dost Mahomed; for while Mahomed Omar is the son of a royal lady, the 
two elder sons of the Ameer are children of the Wakhan handmaid of a 
wife who is childless. When Shere Ali succeeded to the throne, the two 
brothers for the moment acquiesced, But they were plotting resistance, 
aud in 1864 Afzul proclaimed himself Ameer, Mr, Wheeler tells 
in detail the story of the contest. After hard-won victories by Shere 
Ali, fortune turocd in 1865 in Abdur Rahman’s favour; aud in 1866 
he took Cabul, and defeated Shere Ali a conple of months later, 
installing his father as Ameer. But Candahar was still held by Shere 
Ali, until in 1867 he was again defeated and fled to Herat. Later in 
the year Afzul died; and Azim became Ameer, his nephew being com- 
mander-in-chief. Still the struggle with Shere Ali went on and in 1868 
his son, Yakoob Khan, regained Candahar, and put his fortunes in the 
ascendant, Cabul being captured at the end of the year. Abdur Rahman 
fled to Waziristan and petitioned the British authorities for an asylum. 
It was refused, and the consequence was that the future Ameer was 
forced to go to Dokhara, where he made friends with Russia. This wag 
the turning-point in Abdur Rahinau’s career, Tor ten years he lived in 
Russian ‘Lurkestan “sharpening the sword of opportunity.” ‘Then iy 
1878 Great Lritain was embroiled in war with Afghanistan, and in 
1879 Shere Ali died. ‘Towards the end of the year came the attack 
on the [uglish Residency and the imassacre of Sir Louis Cavaguari 
and his companions. The country was in confusion again; and Russia 
and England were both looking out for a ruler at Cabul. This was 
Abdur Rahmau’s chance, and lhe used it ; and when the British occupa- 
tion of Cabul terminated in 1880 the Ameer Abdur Rahman remained 
there as ruler. It has been our policy since to strengthen him on his 
throne as the buffer between ourselves and Kussia in India; and this 
policy lias been successful in spite of occasional fits on the Ameer's part 
of what looked like unfriendliness, 


Tne AmMEER's Posriion, 
Some people are optimistic enough to think that Russia and England 
are in no danger of conflict on the Indian frontier, But the following 


apologue, related by the Ameer himself to describe his own position ig 
Afghanistan, is worth their attention :— 


"A swan, said the Ameer, ‘was once swimming in a pond, watched 
with hungry eyes from one bank by a pack of wolves, and from the other by 
an old tigress, Irom fright or curiosity, the swau incautiously approached 
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the latter. The tiger clawed at him and tore out some of his feathers. In 
his distress he swam over to the other bank, when the wolves made a rush 
and would have torn him to pieces, had he not escaped inta deep water. 
Vinding himselt segure, he resolved to confine his movements to the middle 
of the pond, There, resting at jus ease, he noticed how the wolves snarled at 
each other, and how very shallow the water was near the edge. He reflected 
that were the pond to dry up, the tigress night, and the wolves certainly 
would, devour him. 
A Grim PunisuMen', 

M. Darmsteter has given an instance of the grim sort of humour 
vhich not unlrequently is shown by the Ameer :---

THe AnEER AND Tis Dentist, 

We have spoken of the work done in Cabul by Sir Salter Pyne. Mr.

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AtMost on the day of the young Afghan 
Prince’s arrival in England a fascinating memoir 
‘ot his father the Awxerr, written by Mr, Sreruen 
Wuzrner, has been published in London by 
Messrs. Buiss, Sanvs, & Tosren. It is a 
serious picce of historical work, and it is also a 
great story of advonture, ABDuR, Ranwan, a 
grandson of the famous Dosr MIouAMMED, was 
born in tho provinco of Balk, north of the Hindu 
Kush, probably in 1814. Dost MomamMup diod in 
1868, aud thon thero was o scramble for the throno, 
Suere ALI, a younger son, had been designated 
the heir, but was opposed by AzIM ‘and Axrzvut, 
tho lattor tho fathor of Aupur Ranman, Partly: 
through the snorgy and military skill of Anpur 
Rauman, Arzuy secured tho throne in 1866, with 
Azim ne his right-hand man, after threo yoars’ 
plotting and fighting. But Arzun had an 
infirmity, He did not obey the Mastern maxinn, 
“Drink wino in moderation, that you may fight 
“with lions; not in oxcoss, that the crow may 
“pluck out your oyos.” Lawrence called him 
a sot and an imbecile, and he could not show 
himself in public after four in the afternoon: - 
While Appur Rauman was repelling Snunz Aq’s | 
ronewed attacks in 1867 Arzu drank himself to - 
death, and at once thore was another rush for;

At Samarcand Anpux Rayman lived for more 
than ton years, intriguing always, He began by 
haportuning thu Russian Government for halp.

Might ho raise a corps of Afghan 
aud Porsinn rofugeos, nnd would tho Govern- 
pont ordor tho AmrxR of Bokhara to let him 
set up a post of observation on tho Oxus, - 
whence ho could issue manifestoes to hie friends:

tunity? he Ruesian Government, whoae 
conduct throughout this period asems to hayo 
been scrupulously correct, replied that it was 
determined not to interfere in the intornal affairs 
of Afghanistan, and that all negotiations which 
had thet end in view were thorefore superfluous. 
When Gonoral Roxzertrs ontorod Cabul in 1870 
ho found a letter uino yeurs old from the 
Governor of Russian Turkestan to Saerk Ani 


in which the situation was straightforwardly | 
doscribed. “The Czax’s posgessions in Tur- - 


“estan,” tho letter said, “do not border on the 
“countries af present under your rule; we are 
“separated by the Khanate of Bokhara, . 

“No collision or misunderstanding, therefore, 
“oun take placo betweon us; though we aro 
‘distant neighbours, we can and ought to live 
“in concord, . . . It was from this point of 
“viow that I replied to Anpuz Rauman’s ro- 
“quoat to be admittod to Tashkend—that my 
“august mastor refusod hospitality to no ono, 
“espocially to a man in misfortune; but that he 
“must not in any way count on my interference 
in his difforencos with you, or expeot any help 
“whatevor from me,” It was the Homeric view 
that all strangers and beggars are sent by God, 
but that there are limits to what mau need give 
them, and, that was how Russia treated ABpuK 
RanMan. He was given a pension of £1,800 a 
yoar, but not an army or cannon, Out of his 
pension this architect of his own fortunes at 
once began to savo building materials. He lived 
frugally at Samarcand, putting by three-quarters 
of hia ponsion, and bearing patiently the decline 
of Russian official respect for a mau whe seemed 
to have left his prospects bohind him. The first 
time, he says, that ho wont to Tashkond tho 
Governor Generul put one of his own carriages at 
his disposal, the noxt time it was a hired coach, 
and the third time he had to walk. Long after- 
wards he told Sir Sazrur Pynx, his lnglish 
foreman of works at CUabul, that during his 
exile ho used to pose as a man of little undor- 
standing, after the sound precedent of Burorus, 
in order that the Russians might not suspect 
him of ambition, According to GosPoDIN 
PasHino the pose was so succeastul that tho 
boys of Samarcand used to joor at him in the 
streets and call him “Fool Kham.” In 1879 his 
great opportunity came with the death of Susur 
Ay, Anpur Rauman’s old friends were ready 
for him; ho had seved £16,600 out of the 
pension; tho Russian Government gave him 
another £2,500, with 200 breech-londers, and 
permiesion to try his luck; and the British 
Governinent, badly in want of an Ameer to 
whom it could hand back Cabul and Northorn 
Afghanistan, saw at onoe that he was their man. 
He went to Cabul, and in the following 
year, whon the Liberal Governmont came into 


office and Lord Lyrron’s policy of appropriating 
Candahar and the southern part of Afghanistan 
was abandoned, Aspur RamMan was able to take 
up the whole estate which he has now admini- 
stered for fifteen years. 


Mr. WHEsLER gives a good account of the 
series of laborious gnd apparently successful 
attempts of the Indian Government to secure 
more of the AMzEn’s goodwill than he has given 
to Russia, We say apparently, because AsDUR 
RaumMan is a shrowd man, probably a patriotic 
one, snd certainly s man whose relations with 
both England and Russia in his days of adversity 
must have oleared hia mind of any sentimental 
attachment to cither. He will do in the oir- 
ounistancos of each day just what he thinks best 
for his country and for his own hold on it, and 
if the olrcumsiances change the day after, ho 
will do just the reverao, He has described his 
own difficult position in an apologua “A 
swan,” said the Ammen, “was once swimming 
‘in mw pond, watched with hungry eyes from one 
‘bank by a pack of wolves and from the other 
*by an old tigress, From fright or ouriosity the 
“swan incautiously approached the latter. Tho 
“tiger clawed at him and tore out somo of his 
“feathers. In his distress he swam over to the 
“other bank, whon tho wolves made e rush and 
“would have torn him to pieces had he not 
“escaped into deep wator. Finding himself 
“sacuro, ho resolved to contine his movements 
“to the middle of the pond. There, resting at 
“his ease, he noticed how the wolves snarled at 
“each other, and how very shallcw the water was 
“noar the edgo, We reflected that were tho 
“pond to dry up tho tigress might und tho 
“wolves certainly would devour him.” ‘This is 
the true foreign policy of Afghanistan, end it is 
& policy which wo havo no right to resent and 
no powor to change, Tho Amenzr’s intornal 
administration is a curious compound of cruelty, 
humour, picturesquenoss, and efficiency. Mr. 
Rupyarp Krpxino’s sketch of it in “The Ameer’s 
Homily” seoms to have beon really life-like. 
He sits on Wednosxlays and Saturdays to try 
criminals, punishing them with terrible severity, 
and inventing, with a grim humour, new 
punishments for new offences, M. Daumesrrrer 
says that a man was onco brought before ABbuR 
Rauman who declarod vehemently that tho 
Russians were advancing to invade Afghanistan. 


“Tho Russians aro coming?” said the AMEER; 
“then you shall be taken to tho summit of 
“yondor tower, and shall have no foad till you sea 
“then arrive.” An Englishman who has lived 
in Cabul gives on amusing instance of tho 
AMeELR’s ingenuity in enhancing his position in 
thu eyos of his people, An English dentist mada 
him a set of fulso teeth, and whon the Amztr 
held bis Court at Mazar-i-Sharif he took pains 
occasionally to remove his teeth in the presence 
of his aubjects, polish them with a brush, and 
solomnly roplaco thom, “All who boheld this 
“marvol, moro especially if they happened to be 
“gimple villagers or uncouth hillmen, would 
“look aghast at the Kina, who could thus take 
“himself to pieces boforo their very eyos.” Such 
are tho bulwarks of primitive sovereignty. ‘ho 
same man is installing the oloctric light, laying 
down nerrow-gauge railways, making soap and 
erndles by machinery, and turning out steam 
hammers and lathes at the royal workshops. 16 
all reads like a confused dream of Central 
Africa, modern Japan, and the Book of Kings. 
Mr. WHEELER is probably correct in tho esti- 
mate of Abpur RAHMAN’s character with 
which he ends his vory interesting book, 
“That the Amuzr,” he says, “has shown himsolf 
“to bo a ruler of unusual ability cannot be 
“denied. Sir Wrst Ripesway, who had vood 
“opportunities of judging, deseribod him asa ono 
“of the few groat mon living, He is certainly a 
“succoss{ul one; yet how has his success been 
“achioved? Lis domestic policy, suys Sir Lerxn 
“Grirrin, haa beon harsh, rapacious, and cruel. 
“ He ruled, ssid Sir Wesr Rivaxway, with a rod 
“of iron, ‘fo is w hard and cruol ruler, but 
“he rulea a bard and cruel people.’ Tho typo is 
“eommon onough in Oriental history, end many 
“kings since Reuonoam have lashed  thoir 
“subjects with the whip of scorpions. Afghan 
‘“shiefa, Joun Lawnuncg said, are not to be 
“iudyed by the principles of Christendom. 
“Apnun RAHMAN has succeeded in great under- 
“takings, He bas kept faith his friends, and he 
“has crushed his onemics, Ile has ruled over 
“tho Afghans for the space of fifteon years; and 
“ig will be to tho benofit of hia subjects if his

It is stated that Nasrulla I<han created a very favourable inwpressgerr on 
the occasion of his visit to Windsor, and that the Queen expressed her 
pleasure at his princely bearing}Jand at the well-chosen words he addressed 
tober Majesty. The young Prince was nore impressed with the functions at 
Windsor Castle than with anything else since his arrival, ‘Whe distinguished 
visitor, having driven in Royal carriages with his suite, was received at the 
entrance to the Castle by the Duke of Connaught, Prince [eury of Batten- 
berg, Mr. Fowler (Secretary of State for India), and the high Court officials, 
and was immediately conducted to the Presence Chamber, where her Majesty 
was seated, Ou reaching the apartment, the Duke of Connaught led the 
Shahzada up to her Majesty, who rose and extended her hand. After 
the usual greetings, the Shahzada, who had meanwhile been motioned 
to a seat next her Majesty, asked to be allowed to deliver a 
message from the Ameer. ‘lhe scene in the Presence Chamber was au 
imposing one. Behind her Majesty, who had on her left hand Princess 
Louise and Princess Beatrice, and on her right the Shahzada, were ranged 
the ladies in waitiug, while immediately in front of her Majesty stood Sirdar 
Mahommed Akram Khan and Sirdar Mahommed [lassan Khan, with Mr, 
Tt.

Until yesterday the Amoor’s son’s expericnco 
of British life had been contined to scenes of 
courtly, official, and military ceremonial, Against 
these, of courso, thero is uething to bo suid ;

Epsom Downs station «bout 10 ninntes past 4, 
to London, and from Victoria the Shahzada, 
alter bidding farowell to his Royal hest and 
hostess and shaking hands very cordially with 
tic Duke of Cambridge, drove off te Dorchesior- 
houso, having acquired an entirely new 
oxperiencs, 
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Tue total sum set aside for the entertainment of the Shahzada during 
his stay in England is £50,000, and of this amount £4,000 will go to pay 
the rent of Dorchester House, which may perhaps be occupied for six 
weeks on and olf if the health of our Oriental visitor stands out against 
the somewhat trying hospitalities of England. Ilis Highness is said to 
have brought over presents to the valuc ot two lakhs of rupees (£20,000), 
and according to !-astern etiquette he inust receive an exact equivalent.

THE CIVIC VISIT OF THE SHAHZADA. 


THK arrangements for the reception of the 


Shahzada at the Guildhall to-morrow arenowcom- 
plete, and the civic decorations are already dis- 
played in Cheapside, King-street, and other parts 
of the City. The Prince, who will be escorted by 
a squadron of the Household Cavalry, will ride to 
the Oity by way of Constitution-hill, Pall Mall, 
the Strand, Fleet-street, Ludgate-hill, Cheap- 
side, and King-street. At the Guildhall a guard 
of hononr will bo furnished by members of the 
Honourable Artillery Company, whilo the streets 
will be lined by soldiers from the Tower, The 
return route will be by way of Queen-street, 
Queen Victoria-street, and the Embankment. 
Tho Shahzada will be received in the Library by 
the Lord Mayor, after which the Recorder 
(Sir Charles Hall, Q.C., M.P.) will present an 
address of welcome enclosed in a gold box of 18- 
carat gold. Ita genoral design is Persian, the 
box being divided by Porsinn pilasters with 
appropriate arms in reporss'‘e forming a series 
of divisions, between which appoars panelled 
avending also richly treated with repoussée. 
This series of divisions encircles the box. 
Bach division forms a decornted panel 
with an appropriate framing. On the ob- 
verse in the centre are the arms of the Ameer, 
and at the sides hia monogram aud that of his 
son, At the ends appear various emblems re- 
lating to the City, while the lid is treated in 
Persian arabesques. The obverse and reverse 
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panels are conspionous by the introduction 
views illustrating tho Tower, the TT 
Bridge, and Tondon Bridge. The sur 
is crowned with a coronet of fleur de lis 
Maltese crosses, in addition to the 
arms ona raised doom in full blazon. <An 
the more prominent guests invited to the:

Visit to the City. 


London, Thursday Morning. 

Trafia.in tho oily has already been 
‘stopped ia view of tho visit of the Ameer’s 
son to the Guildhall. The visit, however, 
appears to attraot “ little onthusiaem 
among city people. ‘Tho docorations aro 
meayre in the extrome, Allhough crowds 
aro gathering in some places this ia always 
the case in London when thoro ia a pro- 
cession or display of any kind; ‘Tho 
weather is fino.

The Shahzada, with his suite, left 
Dorchester House for the city shortly after 
half-past one, Tiarge crowds lined the 
routo, whioh was kept by the police, but 
only at a few points was the cheering at all 
marked. Tor two houra prior to the start 
there had been a great crowd in front of 
Dorchester House, right away to Hyde 
Park Ovrner, and thero was @ considerabla 
concourse of peoplo ag far as the city 
bonndarier, whcre tho real orush com- 
menced, The Shabzada’s own body guard 
of ton men rode into the oourtyard of 
Dorchester House at half-past one. Thoy 
were armed with oarbines, revolvers, and 
oatvad swords, and some of them oorried afull 
supply of hall cartridges'in bandoliera worn 
across their breesta snd shoulders. Thoy 
wora soon joined by an escort of Life 
Guards (Biue) wilh regimental trumpeter 
and colours, while olose kebind the troops 
came tbree lendans from the Royal 
Mown, cach horaed by four hays, 
preceded hy  nosrlot-coated outriders, 
with postilions in Windsor uniforme. 
The Prince and his suite menene 
to setting out- were photographed in & 
proup, and ‘when thay emerged from 
tho Graud Hall a fanfare waa blown by 
the trumpeters.

VISIT OF THE SHAHZADA TO THE CITY 


CEREMONIAL AT THE GUILDHALL. 


M It is possible, just barely possible, that his Afghan Ilighness enjoyed 
his reception at the Guikihall yesterday; but if he did he succeeded in 
disguising his feelings in a way that a Kuropcan might attempt to imilste 
but could uever achieve. Of course, we are all bound tosufler, but the steady 
Jack of expression that ictt bare the face of the Shahzada Nasrulla 
Khan showed that he thought he was getting more than his share of suffer- 
ing. ‘Still, he may be gratified to know that he was not the only sulferer. 
If the hour for the reception had been later, nobody, except, per- 
haps, the members of the Corporation, would have growled. All who were 
blessed or cursed with invitations were in their places before 1.30, but the 
hero of the occasion did not appear until 215, and long before that a 
spirit of Janguor had stolen over the assemblage. Even the band 
of the Royal Horse Artillery had played itself to a standstill. But it was 
a great day inthe City. The Shahzada must think that a large percentage 
of the population spends itstime in blocking up the principal thorough- 
fares of the nctropolis and in trying to stare him out of countenance. & Ile 
had no sooner left Dorchester House, bound for the Guildhal!, than 
he saw a crowd, Park Lane stared at him and his eseort as if 
gorgeous pageants were no longer the fashion. lis llighness was accoim- 
panied by Sir Gerald J*itzGerald, the Hon. tlenry Bynz, Lientenant-Colonel 
‘Yalbot, Mr. 2. A, Martin, Colonct Mahommed I[lasan ‘han, aud Com- 
mandant Akram Khan. Ile was escorted by i troop of the Isiues. “Chou- 
sands waited in ‘Trafalgar Square tor more thin an hour to see him pass. 
The Strand was closed to ordinary traffic, but otherwise looked like itsell, 
There were no decorations in I*iect-street. Ludgate-hill had

The steps of St. Paul’s @ontained more sightseers than worshippers: 
Cheapside was in its ordinary attire, exceptat King-street, where flags were 
numerous. The crowd in the City was almost as dense asil it expectedtoseca 
Lord Mayor’s Show. WKingestrect alone was without a crowd, but it was 
barred to those whom the Corporation cid uat sce fit to honere 
with an invitation to eat, drink, and be heavy with it, The 
entrance to the Guildhal! was guarded by a detachment of the [lonour- 
able Artillery Company, commanded by Captain Fyson. The men looked 
well aud perspired freely in their Arctic uniform, The invited gnesis 
as well as the givers of the feast hiecd themselves to the Library. Litera- 
ture was shoved into the background and its place was taken by a certain 
amount of youth and beauty aud another certain amount of ag2 and avoir. 
dupois. ‘The City trmnpeters blew a blast abont 130. Ttimeant that the 
ord Mayor aud Lady Mayoress had arrived, ‘UVhey took their stand upou 
the dais and prepared for the usual sort of thing, ‘Phe toastinaster Intted 
up his voice and announced the uames of those who desired to 
be presented. Ihe bottom step was a bit in the way except for those 
who had considerable length of Jimb. The members of the Corpora- 
tion distributed themselves in commanding positions, the reeeption 
committee being easily detected by the long wands they carried, Vhe 
sword ~ bearer looked mediaval and uncomfortable in his fur head- 
gear, but lad too much respect for custom co take it off even wheu 
he wanted to wipe his brow. Whenever a well-known City man’s name 
was announced a uumber of Inis fellow City men would applaud. Fictd- 
Marshal Sir Donald ‘stewart got more applause than any one else, except 
Siv Henry Irving. The Lady Mayoress held a Jarge bouquet of La brance 
roses in her lelt hand, while she welcomed those who were presented 
with her right. he band was most industrious. Time passed slowly, 
however, and even the hui of conversation grew weak .with long fasting, 
for two o'clock Jiad come and still no sigus of the Shahzada. ‘he conductor 
of the band began to lcok nervous. 
The Revervore was, Exuacsren, 
but a thought struck him. Ile began at the pbeginuing onee more, and was 
methodically working his way through when the City trumpeters blew 
another blast. everybody rose. The Shahzada and his suite had arrived.

His Highness aud the mombera of his suite had 
appointed to leave Dorchester Honse at half- 
pastono: but considerably bufore that hour woll- 
drossod crowds took up places on the spacious 
pathways botween Stanhope-gatoand Hyde Park- 
corner, whilo not a few carringzes came to a 
halt in favourable postions, In the Groen Park 
the scene was much tho same. Constitution- 
hill and the Mall were linod on either side by 
qnut, orderly thronys. Thero were no devora- 
tions, it Is true, but what nood was thero for 
bunting when the trees in tho parks wero 
fluttering their Juno foliape in tho breeze ? 
Tn Pallenall the club windows wero iilled, 
On the north side of Trafalgar-square and 
all along tho Strand the crowds were con- 
siderably, bat thay never attained to un 


comfortably largo proportions, and the decision | 


of tho authoritivs to line the roulo through the 
Wost-ond with civilian forces ouly was amply 
justificd. For tho purposes of tho visit to the City 
Corporation throo State carriages, oach drawn 
by the customary four horsos with outriders, wore 
placod at the Shahzada's disposal. In tho first 
of thesu was his Highness, togethor with Sir 
Gorald Fitzgerald, Colonel the Hon. IL, yng, 
and Lioutsnant-Colonel A, C, Talbot. Jn tho 
othors woro seated various mombers of the 
suite. At tho head of tho procassion camo 
an escort of the Horse Guards Blue, fol- 
lowod by half-o-dozen woll-mounted mon of 
tho Shahzada’s bodyguard, particularly conspi- 
cnous by the puculiarity of thoir furry huad-goar. 
These troops, of whom there were more follow- 
ing immediately behind tho Vrinco’s carriage, 
altragted much attention. Moro Horse Guards 
brought up tho rear of tho cavaleado, which, 
loaving Dorchester House a littlo lato, spod . 
swiftly eastward. 

In the City itself the utmost curiosity and 
interost woro oxcited by the visit of his 
Highnoss, and for many hours in advance 
of tho tine at which he was oxpected to 
pass tho route was astir with life and anima- | 
tion, Noodloss to say, stringent regulatious | 
wore ouforeed with regard to vehicular traflic, 
and aftor the stroko of vleyen tho rounds oast of 
Yemple Bar which the Princo and his 
suite wore to travorsy wore kept clear 
of cabs, onmibuses, and the like. 9 This 
was a wise neasure, for, as il proved, the pruat 
muss of podestrians who turned ont botimoes— 
to witnoss tho coming procession was snili- 
cient to canso congestion in the civic thorough- 
fares. In some of its foatures, indeud, the 
seonu recalled the yoarly-recurring day whon 
the iewly-olocted Lord Mayor makos his 
triumphal entry through tho streets of the 
City:-only with a diflerence. In the first 
pluop, oayer sightsoors woro induced, by the 
eun’s bricht rays, to compure tho ploasant atmo- 
Byheric conditions that prevailud with thoso 
that so often mar tho enjoymont of wayfarors 
on the duy that witnesses the pagoant which 
finds so late a placoin tho year’s culondar, Even 
jn & country hardenod to the antics of a vacillat- 
ing baromotec a pood-humourved throng bent on 
witnessing a gallant spectacle neo fear no 
fog, snow, slush, or sloot on a June morning 
even though it opons with sullen skivs and 
loworing clouds, and so it —happoned 
that the people who of all others 
in Uns world approciate abrave pageant ware 
able on this oecasion to don summer finory 
without let or hindrance, and with all the con- ; 
fidenco of exporiencod woather seers, 

Yhore wus yot one other foatnre to diatin- 
guish the day from that with which a favonr- 
able comparison was involuntarily drawn. For 
onco tho fostal garb in which the City 
knows so well how to clotho herself was not 
gonerally adopted in the oarlior portions of the 
routo, and it was only when tho ancient 
Ward of Choap was reachod that the arty of 
house adornment wero employed with a geno- 
rous hand, ut who shall say that the eyos of 
tho Shahzada did not foast upon a bravo and 
pene sight as the Royal equipaye,in which sat 
18 Highness, turnod the corner trom St. Pan's 
Churchyard, uid ut stately paco directed 
its courso along Choapside to the acconm- 
panimont of martial strains aud lusty Mnglish 
cheers? In truth tho loyal citizens of 
Lenton who bonst valuablo  proporty in 
this time-honoured ward had done thoir |

Without the procinets of historic Guildhall the 
scone during the two hours in which thosightseers 
awaited the arrival of tho cavalende was ono 
fullof moving colour and unilagging  ammia- 
tion. ‘The Royal Standard and tho Union Jack, 
strung across the road at tho eud of hKing- 
street, floated aloft, and under thum, botore 
drawing np in the Guildhall yard, passed at 
intorvals the gaily-drossed occupants of smart 
victorias, baronches, broughams, and othor 
carriuges that made their way throngh 
the serried lines of onlookers, Shortly 
befere ono o'clock the sonnda of distant 
mnaic proclaimed tho coming of the infantry 
dotachment of tho Jlonourable Artillery Com- 
any, Which was to form the guard of honour. 
in suldiorly fashion thoy marched, precoded by 
thoir bandsinon in bearskius, scarlet uniforms, 
and silvor facings; and a cheer wont up us the 
guard fol] into company formation in the yard, 
whoro thoy wero under tho command of 
Captain Fyson, Lieutenant Carpenter, and 
Jieutonant Robinson, who was with the 
colour party.

WAR KHAN really began the study in which he is 
mostinterested, the observing for himself thesources 
of that power and influence which have attracted 
the confidence of his fathor, The visit to the great 
emporium of the world’s wealth will be succoeded 
ina few days by an excursion to Liverpool and 
Manchester, and other great cities of the North of 
ingland. One of the main characteristics of 
ABDURRABMAN’S rule has been that ho followed up 
liis succosses in the field by promoting the policy of 
Syere Aut, and established various kinds of manu- 
factures. His factories for arms and machinery have 
excited the astonishment of Northern India, and 
‘his son will not go to the foundries of Leeds merely 
to stare at the marvellous, but to study on a great 
stage with the eye of an expert the kind 
of work which his family have pursued for 
years past in the intervals of martial con- 
flict. The address of the Corporation expressed 
the hope that the alliance of which this visit was 
so happy % proof might subsist for all time, and in 
his graceful reply tho SHawzana dwelt on the 
fact that his roception expressed the goodwill of 
the English people towards his father. In the 
coremonies ulsewhere he recognised the kind- 
ness of the. QueeN towards him = and _ his 
Royal House, but in the Council Chamber of 
London he found the national expression of 
sympathy with the policy of the Sovexrian. 
The hospitality of the City has been extended to 
many of the friends of England from alt parts of 
thé world, but in no case have wo a more interest- 
ing illustration of the consolidation of our power. 
The good ordur aud the modoration of our rule have 
so impressed the Asiatic imagination that we find at 
length the chief of one of the fiercest ofraces pledging 
our friendship and boenming a bulwark of our 
Empire, Other receptions at the Guildhall have 
been axsocinted with great martial achievements, 
with compliments to more powerful Monarchs, but 
in nono have we had s0 yratifying assurance that a 
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policy of wisdom and courage, if steadily main- 


tained, will find recognition in spite of prejudices of |. 


race and religion, aud even of memories of past 


wrong, for our dealings with Afghanistan in earlier | 


years, and oven withthe family whom the Sman- 
ZADA represents were not always to cur credit. Itis 
much to be regretted that in such charming weathor 
it was not possible to revive the old mode of visit- 
ing the City on State occasions by water. The 
imposing effect produced by the trip of the Snax 
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of Persra up the river on the occasion of his last 
visit will nut he easily forgotten by any who wit- 
nessed the spectaole. ¥ : 


THE -SHAHZADA IN THE CITY. 
—_—_————_4———__— 


Of all the ceremonies which our Royal guest has 
attended since his arrival on these shores, none 
perhaps partook of so distinctive a churacter as 
that to which he was bidden yesterday afternoon 
by the Lord Mayor and Corporation of the City of 
London. Nearly every Royal visitor to the Metro- 
polis has been an honoured guest ut either the 
Guildhall or the Mansion House, and the Shahzada's 
name is the most recont to bo mscribed among 
| those of the guests of the City. The weather, as 
has been the caye ever since he reached England, 
was summerlike in character, and if the clouds of 
early morning threatoned rain, they cleared away 
hetimes, and the sun's rays were tempered by a 
cooling breeze, refreshing to the cluscly-packed 
crowds which, in the City particularly, awaited 
patiently tho somowhat delayed coming of 
the Royal guest. Soon after cloven  o’clock 
smull knots of people gathored in front of Dor- 
chester Houso, and as time passed .on, tho array 
(of people gradually spread, lining the pavement 
‘down Park-lane. Constitution-hill, throngh which 
the procossion passed, was comparatively freo, but 
in the Mall yroups of poople, largely composed of 
ladios, awaited the coming of the Afyhan Prince. 
Passing through Marlborough-gate, the route lay | 
along Pall-mall, and here the first attempts at deco- 
ration were to be seen; several of the Clubs, even 
‘though they did not hang ont banners, lad draped 
their windows, which wero well filled with on- 
lookers. Such cvigns of vantago as the sents in 
the upper portion of 'Trafalgar-square, the steps of 
the Nation! Gallery, and those of St. Martin’s 
Church: wore soon appropriated, and hearty cheers 
from the men and the waving of handkerchiefs by 
the ladies fortunate enough tu have secured them 
) signalisod the passage of the procession, Duncamon- 
street and the Strand showed few signs of decora- 
tion, although in the latter thoroughfare there was 
some little display of bunting, and large banners 
in plices hung across the street. It was not until 
after passing Temple Barand entering the precincts | 
of -the City proper that the crowd really became 
jdense. Here vehicular trafic was stopped at 
eleven o’cluck from east to west, and in Tia intar 
circus it was prohibited from north to south after 
one o'clock. The carts of the City Commissionors 
of Sewers had heen busy strewing the roadway 
with gravel, with » view to preventing such a 
contretemps as that which occurred the other day 
when tho Shahzada was leaving the Military 
Tournament, At the top of Ludgate-hill was the 
first marked display of decorations. The steps of: 
St. Paul’s wero thronged by a compact mass of 
sightseers, and here, as at other suitable places 
along the lino of route in the City, ambulaucos of 
Bb. Folars Society were in readiness, although their 
work was very light, the crowd boing thoroughly 
good humoured und the heat not overpowering. 
At the eastern side of St. Paul’s Churdhyard 
the road, hitherto kept by the City Police, 
under the command of Colonel H,. Smith, the 
Commissioner, was lined with the men of 
the Suffolk Regiment from the Towor. Their! 
band was massed at the fvot of Sir R.: 
Peel's statue -at the beginning of Cheapside, 
and here, too, as at exch crossing thence to 
King-street, were placed, detachments of the 2nd 
Life Guards. Where King-strect crosses Cheap- 
side barriers had been erected, and proved neces- 
sury, the crush being great. From Bow Church, 
throughout Cheapside and King-streut, the display 
of bunting was profuse, and every window had its 
quantuin of spectators. Atone o'clock a Guard of 
Honour of the Infantry of the Hon, Artillery Coim- 
pany took up its position in front of the Guildhall, 
marching up with bayonets fixed, colours flying, 
and ‘anid playing, a privilege which this ancient 
corps shares with only two other regiments, namely, 
the Butis and the 8rd Grenadior Guards. The 
guard consisted of 100 men in their bearskins and 
Jacarleb uniforms, under Captain Fyson and Lieu- 
tenant Curpenter, the colour being carried by 
Lieutenant Robinson. The police in King- 
street were undor the direct counmand of 
Superintondont Mackenzie. At ao quartor-past | 
one o'clock the Lord Mayor's procession arrived, 
yrecuded by two mounted constables, It had 
con marshalled at the Mansion House. Sheriths 
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{Hand and Samuels led the way, the City 


Marshal (Sir Simeon Stuart), mounted, immedi-. 
ately preceding the Lord Mayor's coach, in which 
wore the Lord Mayor and. Lady Mayoress, and the 
Sword and Mace Bearers, in their-robes, Stute 
coaches were used. The Chief Mayistrate received a 
warm reception from a rapidly growing crowd. The 
next arrival of importance was that of Mr. H. H. 
Fowlor, M.P., the Secrotary of Stato for India, 
whose open earriaga was also preceded by mounted 
police, Throughout the hour's wait which follpwed 
the band of the Hononrable Artillery Company 
played at intervals, and the bells of St. Lawrence 
rang out merry peals. At Inst, at ubout a quarter 
past two o’clock, the arrival of Major Woodhouse, 
the Axsistant Commissioner of Police, indicated the 
new approach of the yuest of the day, and soun the 
growing thunder of cheers heralded tho arrival of 
the procession, T'irst came mounted police and an 
outrider in the Royal Livery, then acaptain’s escort | 
of the Horse Guards (Blue), under Captain Thomp- 
son, then four of the Shahzada’s body guard in their 
black uniforms and fur eaps, their carbines slung to 
their saddles, two more outriders, and the Royal 
carriage, drawn by four chostnuts, with postillions, 
In this carriayo were the Shahzada and three of the 
British officers attached to his person during his 
visit, The carriage was immediately followed by 
six men of the Afghan Princo’s body guard, Then 
came two more Royal carriagos containing members 
the Princo’s snite. The Guard of Honour presented 
ums, and, amid loud cheors, the Shahzada entered 
the Guildhall. 


THE RECEPTION AT THE GUILDHALL. | 

The home of the Corporation more than any 
other public building lends its3lf to ceremonial 
displays, and long experience has shown the: 
authorities there how best to set off the great 
advantiges of the stately pilo. The Library, as° 
usual on occasions of this kind, was the scone of tho 
reception, and the ancient Hall that of the deiner 
which followed, Carpets, palms, rnd flowers 
decorated the appronch to the first-named apart- 
ment, Where a fainiliay bat brilliant scene was pre- 
sented. ‘Lhe tables and desks which ordinarily fill 
the floor space had been removed, and on each sido 
of the red carpeted aisle were rows of chairs, 
Beyond this was the dais, on which four state 
chairs in scarlet nnd gold were couspicuous. Round 
them were placed other gilt sents, and at the back 
ofall the sill of the great window was decorated 
with pink and white flowers. The spacious bays, . 
whence busy attendants on ordinary oceusions | 
fotch books for diligent readers, had boen cleared | 
and converted into yalleries, backed . with red | 
buze aud coroamented in front with festoons 
of light terra-cotts-coloured silk on a ground 
of pale yellow satin with old-gold stripes 
upon it. The light streamed through the: 


-stuined - glass window on a many - coloured 
iseene, fur long before tho Shalizada’s arrival the 
‘invited guests had commenced vo assemble. 


Stewards in mazarino blue gowns, with white 
wands in their hands, flitted hither and thither, 
showing the visitors to their places, so that 
all wight bo in order when the guests who hai 
been specially invited to mevt the Aweer’s son 
enme for the formal reception. Se, when the Lord 
Mayor and the Lady Mayoress entered the Library 
ata quarter past one heralded by # fanfare on tho 
trumpets, and preceded by tho Sword and Mace, 
Bearers, there was a goodly company alrendy 
assembled. <A auass of mazarine blue domi- 
pated the middle of the chamber. Theae were the 
Common Councillors. Whe searlet. and gold of the 
Deputy-Lieutenants of the City. the slightly duller 
red of the aldermanic gowns,rand a wealth of various 
colour contributed by the summer dresses of the 


{ladies made a pleasing picture in the body of the 
Jhall, ‘The dais as yet was vacant, and as tho! 


Chief Magistrate in his robes of black and gold, 
with the Lady Mayoross attired ia silk dress

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of roses, ndvancod towards It, there were lond 
chears from the assembled yuests. The recep- 
tion was immoadintely commenced, and one ef the 
first arrivals to bo chuered was Mr. Ritchic, M.P. 
Lord Knutsford, in a Privy Councillor's uniform, 
accompaniod hy Lady Knutsford, received a warm 
welcome, but the applhise was ineroased ten times 
when the name of Sir Henry Irving was announced, | 
Tho great actor, who wore a yellow rose in his 
frock cunt, received indeed the reception of the 
afternoon, always excepting the Royal visitor in 
whose honour the function had been arranved, 
Lord Ashbourne, in diplomatic uniform, ‘was 
cheered henrtily ; so were Sir Michael Hicks 
Beach, M.P., who wore ordinary morning dress, 
and Mr. Fowler, M.P., Secretary of State for 
Indin, ma Privy Cowneillor’s uniform, with whom 
were two of his daughters.

leather case. It was cnelosed in its wold casket 
after the ceremonies of thu aay were over. 

His Highness, speaking without notes, in a low 
tone made his reply, which was translated by

1 With all our exporionce it may be doubted 
‘whether we have yot acquired the art 
‘of entertaining or oven favourably im- 
pressing an Oriental Princo, Wo do him 
honour in the way which would be accopt- 
éble to a Buropean guest without pausing to 
inquire whether our ccremonies, our public 
dinners, our époeohos, our crowds, may not im- 
. press the Asiatic intellect in a wholly different 
‘fashion from that intended. Some such roflec- 
tion must haVo--passed through the minds 
of those who were privileged to wit- 
ness the imposing yeception accorded 
yesterday in tho Oity to Nasrulla Khan. 
To, be sure we do not havo mattors all our own 
way. The Shahzada imports something of the 
Asiatic manner into his dealings with us, He 
has not yot-learnt that in Europe punctuality 
is the etiquette of Kings. Yosterday 1t was 
noted, not without surprise, that Hia Highness |, 
oar the Lord Mayor and 800 guests waiting” 
for 20 minutes, Tor the momont, howover, 
‘ tho question is not so much how tho Shahzada 
improsses us a8 how wo impress tho Shahzada, 
and in this respect it must bo owned tho 
evidence is rather disappointing. It is difficult 
to avoid tho conclusion that, with much 
of our Hurdpean ceremonial, our Afghan 
visitor, frankly. speaking, is bored.

If it had not been 
said of the English that they took their 
pleasures sadly, it would probably have had to 
be invonted of the Afghans, 

‘Perhaps the best way of gotting at the 
Oriental view of ourselves is to consider how we 
are impressed by the manners and oustoms of 
the Orient. At the best we are amazod 
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or. surprised, and there is seldom absent 
fromqur mitide a-soupgor of contempt. No im- 
‘prassiod ofa state of aociety wholly foreign to 
our -experierica “gan, indeod, ever be wholly 
“tayourable... Now, the Oriental is accustomed 
to take Life easy, and the fret and rush 
of the Weatorn world must appear to him as 
‘mistaken as the hurry-scurry of American life 
does to the avorage European. Wo wonder 
at the want of ropose in Americans ; 
wo never admire it And it we 
could got inside the mind of this swarthy youth 
from Centro] Asia we should probably read 
there an opinion very unlike that which we 
eomplacently fancy that our manners and insti-

Yestorday the Shahzada Nasrulla Khan, or as 
they call him in the City, and no doubt correctly, 
Nasr Ulla Khan, was witness of aud participator 
in a Acone eminently charactorisvic of the civic 
life of London, a scene which, it may besaid 
without hesitation, has no analoguo in any part 
of the world. Ina word, he wes entortained 
at the Guildhall with qn magnificence of 
hospitality for which tho City is famous, 
Boyond this it is customary that the occasion 
of n visit to the City by a Royal personage of 
foreign birth should bea made an _ occasion 
for public pageant ; and, if on this occasion the 
preparation of organized ceremonial in the 
streots was loss complote than that with which 
tho City of London is in the habit of recoiving 
visitors of distinction, it cannot be said that tho 
crowds which linod the avenues to the Guildhall} 
were wanting either in volume or enthusiasm, and 
it most certuinly cannot be said that, when the 
Ameer’s son lad entered the Guildhall, any- 
thing was lacking in tho cordiality or the pomp 
of the reception whieh he mot. Nasrulla Khan 
has been present at such a spectacle as the City 
of London and no other place hitherto discovered 
can furnish. 

Let us endeavour to follow him, with such 
particularity as may be possible, through the 
proceedings of the day, ‘The Shahzada, the 
officials doputed to him by the India Office, and 
sundry of his retainers started from Dorchoster- 
house at about half-past ] o’clock yestorday after- 
noon. The cortége was precoded by an escort be- 
Gtting the position of the Princo, and with him, in a 
Royalcarriago, were Sir Gorald FitzGorald,Colonel 
Talbot, and Colonel Byng, the Queou's Kquerry.

; Hveryone is anxious to show kindness to the 
Ameer’s son, and we are well aware that it is not 
“very easy to entertain a Prince at those functions 
only which are not particularly fatiguing without 
seeming disrespectful, or, at least, wanting in 
politeness. Is it, however, absolutely necessary 
that he should be dragged: from one tiresome cere- 
mony to another till ke drops?) With the best in- 
tentions in the world, we are afraid that our au- 
thorities are going the wight way to make Nasrullah 
Khan visit more of a pain than a pleasure, and 
we are not surprised to hear that he was so tired 
out with the ceremonies of Saturday that not even 
the Zoo had sutlicient attractions to -bring him out 
of ‘his apartments yesterday, Consider what the 
poor Shahzada had gone through.

THE SCENE AT GUILDHALL. 


Our representative at Guildhall writes :—By half-past twelve the 
beautiful library was almost filled by the Common Councillors of the 
Corporation in their well-known gowns and their womenkind in 
bright summery costumes. The galleries were hung round with orange 
draperies. A collection of cut roses had been massed under the big 
window. 

Among those in the library were Lord Knutsford, Lord Ashbourhe, 
Lord Lawrence, Mr. Fowler, Sir M. Hicks-Beach, Mr. Ritchie (who was 
received: with some Clapping of hands), Sir Spencer Ponsonby Fane, The 
Hon. G. Curzon, Sir Edward Bradford, Field-Marshal Sir Donald M.

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The ‘Shahzada wore his Astrakhan cap with purple top and diamond 
star, and his elaborately gold-laced uniform with a light blue band across 
his breast, and, his Afghan suite appeared in their rather effective black 
uniforms with red edges. They seemed to have some difficulty in 
managing their big swords. After the address had been read, it 
was slowly translated to Nasrulla Khan ‘by Colonel Talbot 
who was sitting by his side, and had a copy of the address inside 
his cocked hat. Still without rising, his Highness dictated a short reply, 
which the interpreter, also sitting, rendered in English sentence by sentence. 
The Prince, who spoke in a lew but clear tone, using considerable 
emphasis, and with a pleasant smile on his face, was understood to say 
there was no doubt the friendly relations between Afghanistan 
and England were now~on the best possible footing. His father 
the Ameer had sent him te England in order that this friendshir 
might be still turther cemented, He had been extremely flattered and 
henoured by the kindness of her Majesty, and he was also satisfied that 
the English nation welcomed him from their inmost hearts. (Applause, ) 
He trusted the friendship between the two nations might increase from day 
to day. (Applause.) He thanked the Lord Mayor for his kind expressions 
and for the generous manner in which they had welcomed him to the 
Guildhall 

After some conversation between the Lord Mayor and his Highness, 
& move was made to the dining-hall. On taking his place, the Shahzada 
gave Sir Donald Stewart a warm smile of recognition, and shook him 
heartily by the hand. Sir Donald also shook hands with two of his 
Highness’s suite. At lunch Nasrulla Khan seemed to find the viands 
to his taste. The speeches were delayed a considerable time owing 
to the way in which his Highness protracted his meal by 
summoning the oldest of the Afghans to him, and holding him in con- 
versation. The Prince had on his right hand Mr, Fowler, with Colonel 
Talbot between to interpret. . 

The Lord Mayor's speech having been interpreted to the guest of the 
afternoon (who acknowledged the toast by drinking his father’s health, and 
bowing in return to the kind expressions in regard to his own), 
he rose, and speaking from manuscript half a dozen words atatime, was 
understood to declare that he was extremely grateful for the many marks 
of favour he had received from the Queen, the Ministers, nobles, and people 
of this country. He hoped that the friendships between the two countries 
might be lasting. The misunderstanding which had formerly existed had 
been converted into friendship, thanks to the policy of the Ameer. Tha 
frontier between Afghanistan ‘and India had been demarcated, and neither 
party could now transgress except in the way of friendly visits. (Cheers.) 
The. Ameer was unable to accept the invitation to England in person. He 
had sent his second son—a poor substitute—that his sincere attachment 
‘to Great Britain might be made known. In conclusion, the Shahzada 
. hoped that the cordial relations between the two countries might be 
strengthened, and begged to propose the health of the Lord Mayor and 
Corporation. 

As he sat down the Prince lifted his glass, but, as it seemed, without 
drinking. As on the occasion of the previous toast, he appeared 
to bring his lips te his finger instead of to the glass — in the 
time-honoured way in which many witnesses on taking the oath kiss their 
thumb rather than the Testament, After the Lord .

Tho Shahzada, with his suite and a distin- 
: ghished company of visitors, yesterday morning 
accepted the invitation of the Dircctors of 
tho Peninsular and Oriontal Steam Naviga- 
tion Company to visit the Albort Docks, and 
lunch on board their stoamship Caledonia ; 
and this, the last of tho round of fosti- 
vities before his Highnoss’s departuro for 
the provinces, was carriod out in a 
'manner whieh made the occasion one of | 
remarkable interest. The Peninsular and 
Oriental Company chartered for the river trip | 
the Cardinal Wolsoy, bolonging to the Vic-; 
toria Stoamboat Company. It was apecially | 
de cal for the occasion, the dock boing 

ecorated with costly floworing plants, alter- 
nating with graceful palms. There was 
an awning drawn over tho aftor part of the 
vossel, anc thore wero resarved for the uso 
of tho Prince and his personal svite walnut- 
wood sotteos aud rovolving chairs upholstered 
in grey and god. The Afghan attondants

THE VISIT TO THE DOCKS. 


ANOTHER SPEECH BY THE PRINCE, 

The Shahzada, who was accompanied by Sir Gerald Pitzgerald, Colonel] 
Byung (Queen’s Equerry), Colonel Talbot, Surgeon-Major Leahy, his two 
Sirdars, and other members of his suite, left Dorchester House yesterday 
and drove to Westininster Pier, where he tool: boat down the river, having 
accepted the invitation of Sir Thos. Sutherland and the directors of the Penin- 
sular and Oriental Steam Navigation Company to luncheon on board their 
steamer Caledonia at the Albert Docks, A large conipany was invited to 
meet the Shahzada, and a specia) steamer—the Cardinal Wolsey --was 
chartered to convey tle illustrious guest, his suite, and the gencral com- 
pany from Westininster down the river to the Docks. ‘The steainer 
was gaily decorsated with flowers, and the deck covered with red 
baize. His Highness was met at the pier by Sir Thomas Sutherland 
and the directors of the Peninsular and Oriental Company and Mr. 
H. HH. Fowler (Secretary of State for India) Among the guests were 
the Lord and Lady Mayoress, Lord and Lady Blythwood, Sir Courte- 
nay and lady Boyle, the Earl and Countess of Belmore, Lord and Lady 
‘Tweeddale, Lord Connemara, Sir ik, and J.ady Clarke, Lord and Lady 
Kuuts‘ord, Sir Henry and Lady Howard, Mr. and Mrs. Spencer Walpole, 
Lord Davey and Miss Davey, l.ord and Lady Jersey, Mr. and Mrs, Val 
Prinsep, Mr. and Mrs. Soames, Lord Leven, Sir Douald Stewart, Sir If.

The Shabzada’s arrival at Westminster was witnessed by an immense 
crowd assembled on the Embankment and bridge. lis Highness wore a 
light grey morning suit, and acknowlecged the respectful greetings of the 
company as he stepped on board and passed to the stern of the 
steamer which had been specially sct apart for him and his suite, 
As soon as the Shahzada was sealed the order was given to start, and the 
Cardinal Wolsey, with its bright-coloured awning, moved slowly down the 
river, headed by a police tug which kept a clear course. 

THE PRINCE AND THE LORD MAYOR, 

During the journey from Westminster Pier to the Albert Dock the 
Shahzada appeared much interested. He was struck with the Tower Bridge, 
the bascules of which were lifted while the Cardinal MWolsey passed under, 
Nasrulla Khan asked a number of questions through his interpreter, and 
expressed a desire to see great engineering and industrial works, so that 
he might derive hints for the benefit of his country. His Highness 
also showed an interest in the shipping. On learning that the Lord 
Mayor was ou boasd, the Shahzada sent for him aud reiterated his thanks 
for the entertainment given to him by the citizens of London at the 
Guildhall on Thursday. He had, he said, already informed his father 
the Ameer by telegraph of the wonderful reception that had been 
accorded him by every one. For a long time past the friendship of 
England for Afghanistan had bezu cxpressed in many ways, but in no 
way had it been made so cleav as duriug the course of his (thie 
Shahzada’s) visit. All along the river the boat was greeted with the 
blowiny of steam whistles and sirens, and on the arrival of the Caraival 
Wolsey at the Albert Dock at 1,25 the crews of the eleven DP. and O. ships 
which were there heartily saluted the Shahzada. 

The vessels in the docks were all gaily dressed, aud the Shahzada's 
attendants formed a guard of honour, the whole secne being a very pic- 
turesque one. Soine little difficulty was experienced in effecting a laud- 
ing owing to the boat being rather low in the water, but this was 
acconiplished in about ten minutes. Sir Thomas Sutherland and 
Mr. Fowler accompanied his Highness to the Cededonie, where luncheon 
was served. At luncheon Sir Thomas Sutherland formally welcomed the 
Shahzada, who replied, thanking tee directors for their courtesy, and 
further expressing his gratification at the great attention shown to him, 
Mi. l'owler, Secretary of State for India, in proposing the toast of ‘The 
Peninsular and Oriental Company,” referred to their work in uniting 
England and India, and added that he was proud of the exploits of the 
British force in Chitral. Mugland was determined to bold India, come 
weal come woe, and equally determined to Go her duty by all races and 
all creeds in [ndia, and to carry on the Indian administration, the greatest 
which the British [Snpire had ever achieved.

The Shahzada, who wore a light suit, bowed his 
acknowledyment of tho greetings as he stepped 
on board, aud was conducted to a position at 
tho stern of tho steamer. NKenewed cheers rose 
from the crowd as the steamer loft its moorings 
and sailod down the river, preceded by a police 
tug which kopt the course cloar. The weather 
wus all that could be wished for, and a rare 
opportunity was afforded to the Afghan Prince 
to view the shipping in the docks, As the 
stommer pissed under the various bridges loud 
cheers wero raised again, and the Shahzada 
appeared to be highly pleasod with the cordial 
reception he met with. The vessols lying in the 
Pool were all brightly decorated, and many of 
them blow their somewhatinharmoniouas sirens in 
honour of the illustrioua visitor, As _ thc 
steamor approached tho ‘lowor-bridge the speed

Tur Latest News rrom APGHANISTAN ag 
to what will become of Nasrallah Jhan when he 
returns home is that the Shahzada or Sirdar, as 
he appears to be locally styled in preference, will 
be appointed in all probability to the Governor. 
ship of Afghan ‘Turkestan, the northernmost pro- 
vince of the Aimir's kingdom, while his brother 
Mahomed Umar Jan is reported to be destined for 
the Governorship of Herat, Habibullah, the Heir 
Apparent, continuing to rule in the capital. The 
Amir, it is anticipated, will then retire to some 
more salubrious place within his dominions where 
he can, in comparative leisure, supervise the 
adminiatration of hig sons. This arrangement is 
quite in consonance with Oriental ideas of the 
delegation of respousibility; but it is strongly 
discountenaneed by some of the Indian papers on 
the ground that the three brothers, being widely 
separated, and each coming under the influence 
of ambitions advisers, would be certain to frow 
jealons of each other, and that the Aimir's death 
would thus become the signal for civil war 
throughout the lengthand breadth of Afghanistin., 
No doubt such an untoward event would produce 
a certiin mnount of disorganisation ; but this is 
inevitable in Asiatic States, where w revolution is 
the normal prelude to the accession of a 
fresh ruler, Anyhow, we may be certain that 
the Amir is the best judge of the capacities and 
loyalty of those to whom he delegates authority, 
and that he may safely be tr uated to do the best 
for the future of his country. Mr. G. N. Curzon, 
M.P., one of the few Englishmen who is person- 
ally acquainted with Abdurrahman, remarked in 
w recent lecture at the Royal Institution that in 
point of enlightemnent the Amir is whole genera- 
tions ahead of his subjects; and, after the signal 
instance of his loyalby to the British Crown in 
deputing his son to pay homage to the Empress 
of India, the least we can do ts to extend some 
meusnre of confidence in the wisdom of his 
administrative appointments.

Indeed it is probably only a strong 
and capable ruler such as the AMSER who 
could at this stage have so fax conquered Afghan 
prejudices. The steps that have been taken in 
this direction will not be the least of the bene- 
fits the AMEER has conferred on the turbulent

NASRULLAH KHAN IN 
BIRMINGHAM, 


The Shahzada has Leen fortuuate in his first experi- 
ence of the English midlands, ‘The weather yasterday 
in Birmingham was as perfect ay blue sky, bright sun- 
shine, and cool breezes could muke it. No attempt 
had been made to decorate the streets, but flags of 
various nationalities, chiefly Persian and British, 
flattered from the roofs of the principal public build- 
ings and club-houses, and the route along which 
the Shahzada waa expected to pass on his way 
to the several factories and show-rooms included in the 
day’s programme was early olive with spectators. In 
front of the hotel whero his Highness passed Sunday 
night a detachment of Lancers and a guard of honour 
of the Birmingham Volunteers was drawn up yesterday 
morning, and the regimental band of the Jatter relieved 
the tedium of waiting for the Prinve by playing o 
sclection of lively popular airs. Shortly before 11 the 
Shahzada made hia appearance uuder the portico of the 
hotel, and was roceived by the Volanteers with a royal 
salute. His Highness wore the Court unitorm of Kabul, 
consisting ‘of a dark blue cont embroidered with 
geld shoulder-atraps, and astrakhan tot, ‘Ihe 
only jewels in his attire were a large yellow diumond in 
each shoulder-strap and a diamond star on his hat. 
With the Shahzada were his sirdara ani the principal 
officara of his staff, attired in garments of Europeun cut, 
but all wearing the Afghan hat, with the exception of 
the little page, who was in uniform and wore a turban. 
The Shahzada took his seat in one of the carriages, 
along with the Mayor (Alderman Fallows), Sir Gerald 
FitzGerald, aod Colonel ‘l'albot. The other British 
members of the party were Lord Lwigh, Sir Baker 
Russell, Colonel Mair, commanding the district, Major. 
Fortescue, Surgeon-Major Leahy, Colonel Byng,Captain | 
M’Laren, Mr. ‘I’, A, Martin, Councillor Jacobs, and: 
the Town Clerk. Mounted police headed the proces- | 
Bion, and » detachment of Lancers, under the command | 
of Lieutenant Collins, formed the military escort. ‘The 
chief constable (Mr. Farndale), with orderlies, pro- 
ceded the carriages, and in the streets 300 constables 
were on duty. There waa soine cheering, which the 
Shahzada acknowledged by a motion of hiy hand, 

‘The procession drove at a smart puce through tho eity 
to the Birmingham Small Arms Factory at Small Heath, 
a distance of aboat three miles. Some 70 men of the 
Balsall-heath Volunteer Artillery wore in the field ad- 
juining the works, where they fired a salute as tho party 
dismounted at the gates of the factory, Hore thoy were 
received by three directors of the company—Afr. C. 
Playfair, Mr, J. Abrahams, and Mr. T. ‘I. Walkor—by 
whom they wore conducted through the works. 
1t had been intended that the Shahzada should simply 
walk through the factory, so as to allow time for his 
visiting two other factories before the mayoral lunch, 
which was fixed for 2 o'clock, but his Hightess wax so 
much interested in what ho saw at Small Heath that 
half an hour was consumed in examining the processes 
in one room. Altogether he speat about two hours in 
the factory. Hoe witnessed tha making of gun-stocks, 
actions, and barrels, saw how the diflorent parts were 
yut together, and then how the complete riflos wore 
proved. kle asked eudlesy questions about the various 
processes, and Colonel ‘lalbot and the officials of the 
company were kept fully occupiol for some time in

‘unburt, ‘Lho injured spectators wore takeu to tho 
buspital in w aab. 

Wrom Small Heath tho visitors went to Messrs.

His 
fathor, whom he rupresents, has been familiar 
to us for the last sixteen yoars, We know him 
as one of the ablest of living rulors, as tho 
nearest of our Indian noighbours, and as the 
friend and ually of the British Governiont. 
Under his rule Afghanistan has enjoyed a long 
interval of peaco, and ‘the uso ho has mude of 
his authority has been benoficiul to his people. 
We have heard froin time to time of tho interest 
che takes in scientific inventions, in public im- 
provoments, and in the arts of industrial life, 
This is something now in the history of the 
‘warlike nation ovor whioh, after a sories of 
strange personal vicissitudes, he came at last to 
reign, andl we cannot but hopo that the move- 
ment he has begun will lead to permanent 
resulta of the groatest importance to his country. 
Afghaniatan comprises a larger aroa than that 
covered by the Anstro-Aungarian monarchy, and 
though the population is comparatively small, 
some compensation is found in their physical 
energy, their intellootual acutenoss, and their 
abounding patriotism, Among the mighty 
mountains which cross the country in all direc- 
tions there are plenty of quist and verdant 
valleys whoro tho earth yiolds its fruits in 
abundance and avery kind of industry might 
thrive. HYs Highness Nasnucya Kiran has 
shown since his arrival in this country u keen 
interest in mechanice and envinocring. Nothing 
fixod hia attention and excited his curiosity 
more than the new ‘ower Bridge and the 
-@rrangements at the Groenwich Observatory, 
W'o oan show him nothing in Manchester af all 
comparablo to tho sights of London, but be wi'l 
at any rate catch somo glimpsos of a groat and 
buay eity whieh has boon rnisod to what it is by 
no other magic than the enterprise and industry 
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‘of its inhabitants, and Which stands in com- 
mercial relationship with Ovory part of tho 
globe, Le will understand that we livo and 
flourish by tho arts of perce, and that the 
porvading wish of the community is to be on 
terms of frieudahip with evory nation, He ig 
said to have oxpressed a desire to seo tho 
machinery by which wo spin and weavyo our 
cotton, and this he will bo able to gratify this 
morning by a visit to one of our largest 
factories. Perhaps what ho seos there will 
intorast him ns inuch as anything ho has seon in 
London, At the Lixchango, where it is proposed 
to call, ho will see nothing but a crowd of non, 
but he will hardly fail to ronlise something that 
strikes a visitor us impressive, ‘Theso aro tho 
world’a purveyors in one of tho nocossaries of 
lifo, tho makers and sellers and buyers of an 
article which helps to clothe mankind. We ig 
of courso to make a short voyage on the Ship 
Canal, and as ho passes beneath tho groat 
aqueduct at Barton he will no doubt have 
oxplnined to him ono of the greatest engineering 
exploits that cari be seen ir wny country, Irom 
the banks of the Canal ho will start on his trip 
to Liverpool, We vould wish that he hud been 
able to meko a longer stay, but ho has ® sories 
of othar engagomonts boforo him. As it is, Wo 
hope that he will have goon cnough to give 
Manohester oa permanont placo in his memory, 
and that he will think of us sometimes whon ho 
renchea home, 


To some of us whos. rucolloctions go baok 
some distance into tho past this visit from an 
Afghan Prince cumot bnt be suggostiva of 
events which happonud yoars ago. ‘Lhe rotro- 
spect is nut wholly gratifying. Wo aro reminded 
of things which if wo could wo would willingly 
forget, and of momorable incidonts which throw 
uw melancholy shade upou somo pages of our 
national history. Tho root of the misfortunes 
and disasters which wo have oxperionced in 
connection with Afghanistuu has boon the 
supposed necessity of intertering in the internal 
affairs of the country, It wus, no doubt, of 
great importance that the ruler of Afghanistan 
should be on friondly terms with us, but, instead 
of seeing that tho likeliest way of securing this 
great objoct was to show a scrupulous desire to 
respect tho indepoudence of the country and to 
refrain alike from ovory infringemont of its 
territories and from all intermeddling in its 
domestio affairs, wo imaginod that the beat 
plan was out of a numbor of claimants to mako 
our ohoice of the one who pleasod us beat, and 
to sot him on tho throne, This we could only 
do by force of arms. Wo had to invade the 
country and conduct our prinosly olient ‘to 
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Cabul. But the mere fact that he was imposod 
upon: the country by « foroign Power was quite 
enough $9 arouse the indignant patriotiem of tlio 
warlike tribes and to ensure his fall, We did 
our. utmoat fifty or sixty years ago to dofoat tho 
olaims of Dost Manomxp, the great-grandfathor 
of our present visitor, and to force upon the 
Afghans the candidate whom we preferred; but 
‘the attempt ended in an ignominious failure, 
iustrated for all blinne by ae sigial cataslropie. 
History racords how, of an army which set out 
from Cabul on a rotrout which hed bocome 
inevitable, only a single person gacnped to carry 
tho tidings to the noarest British garrison. Of 
course wo traversed the country ufresh and put 
down all resistanco, but it was only to recognise 
the utter folly of what we had tried to do, and 
to leave the great chioftuin who had been the 
life aud soul of the opposition to our schemes 
in quiet possession of the throne, But a time 
came when tho wisdom which oxperience should 
have taught us was forgotten. ‘the hostile policy 
which Mr. Disnagut adopted as regards Russia 
od to some diplomatic incidents at Cabul which 
wero seized upon asa protoxt for aggression. 
Domands wore mado with which it was known 
that the Afghan ruler could not comply, and 
then we invaded his territories for the purpose 
of extorting from him a new boundary line, which 
Wwe wore ploasod to call, in Mr, Disnaxti’s jargon, 
‘a aciontifio frontier.” Again we made a 
victorious maroh, we dofontod the Amer, and 
seb up a new one in his stead, Then came a 
massacre which we were bound to avenge. We 
deposed the new Amezxrr, and then, in sheor 
embarrausment, had to make overtures to 
AbpuRnaHMAN Kuan, the presont Ameer, who 
had beon living for years under Russian protec- 
ton, and whom till then wo had hold in great 
suspicion, ‘Lhe ‘“scientilic frontier” ended in 
smoke. Wo had spent many millions of moncy 
on the onterprisa, and at Inst wore glad to gat 
away after having accomplishod literally nothing. 
We huve lived aince thon on tolerably good 
terms with the Amzer, Wo havo mado a treaty 
with him, giving guarantees whi¢h, should an 
orcasion evar arisu for enforcing them, we shall 
certainly find much dillioulty in making good. 
Our dofonsive approaches in the direotion of 
Cauudahar have more than ounce aroused his 
suspivions und led to grave remonatrances, but 
the difficulty secms to have boen overcome, Of 
course the Indian Government pays the Amzsn 
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® handsome subsidy, and this arrangement has 
a certain pacifying force. Afghanistan is now 
a “buffer State” interposed betwoon our Indian 
territories and Russia. 


It might be thought that our Afghan expori- 
ences had traght us the impolicy of basing our 
policy of frontier defence upon interference with 
the independence of the tribal communities on 
our borders. Yot nt this very time, in shoar 
forgetfulness of past lessons, wo are repenting 
at Chitral the blunders wo formorly committed 
at Cabul. Tho claus who live in the valloys 
between our extreme northern frontier and the 
wastos of the Pamirs sare warlike and strongly 
organised, Often quarrolling among themselvos, 
they unite at once in resisting aggression. ‘Uhese 
wild races havo naver yet beon in subjoction to 
any suporiar power, Their mountwins aro their 
eiladels, nnd thoir passion is to be free. Yet 
the project which finds support with the ruling 
military ‘caste at Caloutta and Simla is to sub- 
jugata these pooplo, to extend our authority 
over them, and to carry our “ protected” territory 
up to the verge of that which is claimed by 
Russia, Here the theory of a “buffer” Stato 
sounms to disnppoar. Nothing will sabisty us but 
to como within fighting distance of the rival 
Powor which we always have in viow. ‘The 
intermodiary tribes are to bo vanquished and 
brokon up snd taught submission, the very 
lesson, one would imagine, which we ought to 
refrain from teaching them, Tho best and 
sufficient security of our frontier in that direc- 
tion is-found in tho difficulties which naturo 
throws in the way of an invader. ‘The so-called 
passes are all but impassable. The mountain 
ranges send thoir spurs into tho valloys, com- 
meiding every track by which troops can 
advarito, while tho dofiles aro blocked up with 
snow. The impracticable character of the 
country has boon sufficiently shown by the almost 
insuperable obstueles with which tho recent 
expeditions had to contend. It would seom that 
the best defensive arrangement we could make 
would bo to leavo things as they are. Instead 
of this, it is proposed to make an oxcollent road 
to Chitral, one along which our troops can pass 
and rapass and be woll provisioned at all 
seasons, In othor words, at an immense outlay 
We aro proposing to romovo the diffcultiss which

A curious coincidence may be mentioned in connection 
with the Shahzada’s visit.

VISIT TO MANCHESTER. 

Tho Shahzada left Birmingham at 5.45 by special 
train for Manohester. ‘l'ho special train reached 
Manchester shortly before eight o’clock, and was 
mot by the ord Mayor, the Reoordcr, and other 
local dignitaries. ‘The route to the Queen's 
Hotol, where apartmonts had been reserved for his 
Highness and suite, was thiokly lined with people.

At St, George's 
J{all, replying to the Lord Mayor's welcome, the 
Shahzada said he would always remember with 
pleasure the visit to the manufactories of England 
hoth in Liverpool and elsewhere, ‘he Ameer sent 
him to England to show the sincerity of the friend. 
ship existing betweon the Government of Afghan- 
istan and Iingland, and trusted the friendship 
niight inevoase day by dry. 
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The tripon the overhoad electrio railway so 
impressed his Highness that late inthe afternoon, 
after returning from a cruiso on the Mersey, 
which abould have finished the dsy's proceedings, 
he asked to be taken to the generating station in: 
connection.with the overhend railway, whence the 
propulsive power for-the trainsis derived. Pheto- 
grapha had already beeu shown to him, but he pre- 
ferred a personal inspection. Accordingly ho was 
conducted by Sir William Forwood, thechairman 
of the Neel toed to the generating station at tho 
Bramley Moore Dook, and spent a, considerable time 
in examining theappliances. Thereturn to Newsham 
House, therefore, was much delayed. Completely 
tired with his day's sightseeing, the Shahzada was 
lute in rising on Thursday morning, but once up 
his jutereat in tha overhead railway at once mani- 
fested itself.

ARRIVAL {N GLASGOW, 
The Prince arrived in Glasgow shortly after five 
o’olaok on Thursday afternoon, and received a most 
enthuaiastio welcome. His Highness was reovived 
at the Central Station by the Lord Provost Bell 
and the magistrates of Glasgow, and as he drove 
away, escorted by a detachment of the lath 
Lancers, the orowds in the streets ra sed loud 
cheers for his Highness, The Princo prosasded to 
the West-ond Park, where tho Royal Artillory fired 
a salute of twenty-one guns, and his ourriage was 
the firat to qrosa the new bridge whioh nas been 
erected in the Park. 
" Considerable disappointment was oaused on 
Friday by the refusal of the Shabzada to make 
certain visits arranged, including inspeotion of 
one of the shipbuilding yards, whore luncheon was 
to have boen served, and to whioh a large com- 
any bad been invited. Friday is tho Shahzada’s 
Randay, when he devotes the greater part of tho 
morning to religlous devotions. 

A later Glasgow telegram stated, however, that 
the Shahzada, who oomplained of fatigue after 
Vhursday’s journey and entertainment, consented, 
atthe last moment, to visit the Fairfiold Ship- 
building Yard, but deolined to fulfil other morning 
engagements.

' INTERESTING GUNNERY EXPERIMENTS.

they know full well that durable peace is not 
posaible as long as the country remains in the 
present semi-barbarous condition. ‘Their sim 
noW ia by gentle suasion and by the force of 
example to tempt the Afghans to advance slowly 
along the road of modern progress. ‘The visit 
‘which the Shahzada Nasrulla is now paying 
‘this country is one of the results of the new 
policy. It was at first hoped that the Ameer 
himself would consent to be our guest, 
but, after a long illness, which gave 
risa to many alarms and much uneasiness 
throughout his dominions, he would not ruu the 
risk of Jeaving Kabul, Hia eldest son, and 
recognised successor, has been aasvciated with 
him in the Government, and he also did not dare 
to leave. So the lot fell to the second son. He 
comes as his father’s representative, and it is his 
representative character which gives the chief 
importance to tho visit. All that he sees and 
does is being faithfully reported to the Ameer. 
The telegraph and the railway carry the messages 
of the sou—the favourite of his father, it is said— 
to the frontier of India, and from there they are 
transmitted by the century-old system of 
couriers to the Ameer iu Kxbul, Were it not 
understood that we are feting the father 
through the son, the experiment of bringing 
Shahzada Nasrulla to England might be fraught 
with much danger. Iiven as it is the risk is by 
no means small, The right ot succession is 
not well-defined in | Mahommedan lands. 
Brothers’ and half-brothers very often become the 
most deadly rivuls The name of the young 
man whois: now our guest: has been 
frequently mentioned asa possible claimant. 
Although Abdurreliiman has definitely chosen 
his eldeat son, one can never bo sure what the 
influence of a favourite concubine may ‘do. 
Should there be strifa in the future, Nasrulla’s 
European experience may become an important 
factor in the complications, the influence of which 
no-one can foresee, We must trust that all 
is for the best, but our past experiments of 
‘this kind with uncivilised or half civilised rulers 
have not been very successful. Whatever, how- 
ever, may bo the direct result of tho visit 
of the Shahzada, there can be no doubt of 
the wisdom of the new conciliatory policy 
towards Afghanistan. There is much in the 
methods of government of the Ameer to revolt 
a’ civilised nation. But neither he nor his 
people will be persuaded, of the beneficence of 
just government by constuntly hinting that 
all army is ready to cross the frontier, or by 
perpetually reminding them of this or that re- 
form which we think ought to be carried out at 
once, and ‘which if not carried out may lead to 
the occupntion of Uabul. Progress may appear 
tantalisingly slow, but it may be all the surer. 
Because there has been an samaziug advance in 
Europe during the present century, we are far 
too prone to think that all peoples can be 
driven at a break-neck pace along the line we are 
travelling.

Persian rile. When hia son, ‘Timur, died, in 1703,. 2 
dynteat, for the’ throne took place among the brothers 
Zemaun, Mahmoud, and Shah Sujah, ‘Tas ended in the 
suiocdss of “Mahmoud, wlio, however, was canipelled to 
Abdicate thé throne in 1823, and died in 1828, ‘Lhe om-| 
pire now fell ixito the hands of threo brothers, of whom 
le eldest,. Dost Mahommed, ruled at Cabul, the most 
important of the divisions of the country, where.he bad a 
revenue of 1,400,000 dollars, and an army of 18,000 men. 
Bill, the country wua in dn unsettled state, for Dost 
Mahommed war at war with Lahore in the east, and in 
the west Persia bud invaded Herat. On Octobor 1, 1838, 
Tord Auckland, Governor. Geieral of India, deolared war 
agninat Afghanistan, on the grounds that Dost Mabom- 
med hud unlawdiully attacked a Britieh ally, Runjeot 
Singh, that the military operations of the Afghans had 
betrayed a hostile purpose towards India, and that Shah 
Sujah, ag rightful Tale to the Afghan throne. had _ placed 
hipiself under British protection, A British forea ad-. 
vanced ohn Ss the Bolan Pass to Candahar, where Shah 
‘ Bujah formally claimed possession of the country. On 
July 21, 1839, the army encamped before Shinzea, and, 
altor severe fighting, that fortress was taken. On August 
7, Shah Sujah, with the British force, entered Cabul, and 
the conquest wna regarde| as conyplete. It waa not go, 
however, Doat Mahommed had surrendered to- the 
Engkat, but his eon, Akbwr Khan, was actively enguged 
i & congpirgcy, of which Sir Alexander Burnes and they 
envoy, Macnaghten, were not aware until it wag too late. 
At tho beginning of winter, when help from India wae 
Tro possible, an outbreak tock place at Cabul and Burnes, 
Adacnaghten, and several Britieh officers were slain. It 
was then agreed that the invadera should leave the 
éountry 5 while, on the cther hand, Akbar Khan and his 
confeterntes atipulated to provide an escort and mako 
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other necessary arrangemenis jor the retreat, Depend ke 
. ing upon these promises, the British army left the capital 
‘Ob Jau: 6, 1842, in order to retire joy the Khyber Pass to 
Vndia. “But neither the promised escof% nor provisions 
were, forthcoming, and the severity of the season increased 
the severity of the retreat. ‘Lhe fanatical iribes of the 
districts haraased the flanks and rear of tho army, ond 
slaw women:and chiidren, aa well as men. Out of a host 
‘of 16,000 men—or, if women and children were included, 
26,000—only one mati, Dr. Brydon, escaped to bear the 
terrible story to General Sale, who still held the position 
nt Jelalobad.. Almost againat his own will, the rew 
Governor-General, Lord Ellenborough, sent another force 
inté, Afghanistan. General Nott marched from Canda- 
r to Ghinzee; which wag again taken after 9 slight 
resistance, and then proceeded to ineet the army which 
ander General Pollock, had marched through the Khyber 
‘Pass to Cabul. Here, the force of Akbar Khan was 
‘defeated and-routed, and the place was, as far ax possible, 
desolated. ‘fhe English officers and their Indies who had 
_surrendered themselves as prisoners to Akbar Khan were 
liberated, and soon afterwards the troops marched back 
into India. Tt was believed now that the Afyhana were 
deprived of the power to confederate against the govern- 
ment of India. Bnt this conclusion was too haaty, for 
in 1846 they formed an alliance with the Sikhs againat 
the British, and the disturbances in the Punjaub were 
not quelled without several sanguinary engagements. 
After the decisive battle of Gujerat,’Web. 21, 1849, the 
Sikha . were deserted by the Afghans, and Dost 
Mahommed, with about 16,000 men, fled over the Indus. 
Aftor thia, Dost Mahomined devoted his atter:tion alinost 
exclusively.to the consolidation of his dowinions. He 
died in 1863, having appointed Shere Ali, one of his. 
ounget sona, v6 hia heir. This choice wae acquiesced in 
y.the sixteen sons of Dost Mahommed, a Jarye x umber 
of whom were governors of .provincer; bit disputes 
followed, and for many years kept Afghanistun in # state 
of anarchy.

THE BRITISH ALLIANCE. 
The British Government of India had recognised Shere 
Ali at his accession, and when, in 1968, after bis lon 
struggle with his brothers, he obtained possession o 
Cobul: and’ jecame actually ruler of the greater part of 
the country, ‘direct assistance was given to him to secure 
the porition for. which he had fought. Sir John Law- 
rece, then Indian Viceroy, sent him firat two and 
afterwards four lakhs of rupees, enc 3,500 
ptand of * arms, The next Viceroy, Lord 
Mayo, met the Ameer in state at: Umballs, in 
Maroh, 1869: - Tt waa then explained to him that her 
Majéesty’s Government had no desire to interfere with the 
affaira of Afghanistuay, except to check ivil war and, by 
so doing, to secure peace and prosperity to the country. 
'Phis intimation was accompanied by another large pre- 
gent, .. In the same year, the Ameer conceived the idea 
of invading Bokhara, and attacking the Ruasiana, but 
_ waa restrained by English advice. After 1869, Share 
‘Ali endeavoured to secure eagle in Afghanistan, 
Te waa aliye to the etrifo that had been occasioned by 
entrusting power to relatives, and endeavoured to replace 
members of his family.2s much as possible by strangers, 
Ho alan indicated very clearly that he did not intend 
.to eleot aa hia heir is gon Yakoob—who at an early 
age had shown great ability as governor of Herat; and 
had-on Many cecasious given his father valuable pgsist- 
-ance—but © younger son, Abdullah, The olnima’ of 
Yakoohb to.share in the government of Afghanistan were. 
ignored; aud the result was that in 1870 he headed a 
“yebellion againat hia father; but.in the following year 8 
reconviliation was effected through English intervention, _ 
In 1869, it wns settled between England and Russia 
that the provinces between the Oxus and the Hindoo 
Wooeh ehauld be treated na part of Afghanieton. In 
1878, in consequence of new Huasinn diplomatia rela-

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ARRIVAL IN LEEDS, 


Our illustrioua viritor, the Shahzada Nasrulla Khan, 
arrived last night fram Newcaatle-on-Tyne. He camo 
considerubly after the appointed horr. ]f was originally 
arranged that he should arrive at seven o'clock, but 
yesterday the Mayor (Ald, Gilston) received a telegram 
to the effect that he must no’ be looked for until eight. 
Ere that hour «)] was in readiness for the reception of 
His Highvesa, The servants attached to the numerous 
suite came by special train with the baggage shortly 
before five o’clock, and took possession of the rvoma set 
apart for tha accommodation of the Shahzada and his 
attendants in tho Great Northern Station Hotel. Busy 
preparttions had all-day been in progress in the hotel, 
but these had. bern completed early in the evening, 
Meanwhile a crowd, which acquired large dimensions by 
seven o’olock, had assembled in Wellington-street oppo- 
site the hotel, and jn the approach to the Central 
Station and to the platforms large numbers of people 
had gained admission. Amongst tha latter were several 
members ‘of the Corporation. It was perhaps just as 
well that the arrival of the Shahzada was deferred till 
a later hour, As our readers will observe from other 
eolunins, the annual demonatraticn. of the . Yorkshire 
Miners’ Association, took place in Leeds yesterday, and 
during the evening, and, indeed, until a late hour, the 
miners aod their friends were leaving for home by the 
special trains in whch they had come ‘hither. This 
caused an unusual bustle and thronging of (he Central 
Station, from which « coteiderable proportion of the 
sixty or seventy thousand excursionists departed, and 
even the strony force of railway police on duty would 
have found it impossible at seven or eight o'clock tu 
praserve auything like order in the station. The delay 
wust have heen disappointing to the great erowd await- 
ing the coming of His Highness, and the tedium all 
the more irksome becauso no information could be 
obtained a gto when he would appear, All that could be 
Jearnt was that 16 would be late, 

It was rot until twenty minutes to eight o'clock that 
the time of arrival could be calculated. Mr. Chamber-

bad left Newcastle at 7.25, It was computed that 
Leeds would be reached about a quarter to ten.

__ Tbe ooremony of presenting tha address of the Corpora- 
#ion in Victoria Square wna marked’ by @ degree of 
‘perlousness of purpose that seemed to impress 
the Shahzada considerably, The quiet, contomplative

The suite of the Shahzada caused much amusement and 
great intereat during their stay ab the Great Northern 
Hotel. A spucial part of the kitchen way reserved for tha 
couks in which to prepare the meals for the Afghan 
visitors, Thera was no _— such thing for 
them ag: roast meats. The FPrinee and his 
entourage ate fish, just plainly hoiled in water, 
and served without sauce, and chickens and mutton 
**botled to rags.” a8 one expressed it. The progress of 
the stieep and the fow!] from life to the dinner table was 
the ahorteat on record. ‘he sheep were killed by the 
Afghane, immediately cnt up, and, before ten 
minutes had elapsed, parte of N. them 
were popped into the stewpan for the coming 
meal.

Ouni- 
buses ‘and waggoneties were ptaced in’ many of the 
side streets, forming good platforms, and they were 
well patronised. Windows and balconies wero also 
ocoupied, A few flags ware displayed, but with 
that exception there was no attempt at 
decoration, The crowds in tho stresta were not 
particularly «demonstrative; but when the procession

pnd: sehe. ted. ‘tone of the dynamns, of 
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form, handsomely jMuminated and bound, to the Prince, , 
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ourrent dynamo, of 200-horae power, which has been 
constructed for tha Coventry Corporation’s electrical 
works, was shown, and also a fly-wheel alternator—the 
latest. departure in electricity, the fly-wheel being made 
into the dynamo. Ite diameter is 11 feet 6 inches, and 
it haa been manufactured for the Roading Corporation, 
Switch-boards for the Kensington Vestry and the Read- 
ing Corporation were also pointed out. The develop- 
ment of electric lighting has opened a new industry 
for girls, and Mesars. Fowler employ abqut twenty, 
who were seen engaged in work connected with the 
preparation of the wire. The new shop was next 
visited, and here the Shahzada saw a portable railway 
and stock similar to that which the firm have supplied 
to hia father, ths Ameer. This portable railway has 
been ordered by the English Government for South 
Africa. Two traction enginea were also exhibited, each 
drawing a 40lb. breech-loading gun lent by the Leeda 
Artillery Volunteers. These engines, it was explained, 
are capable of drawing 40-ton guns, and are similar to 
some which Messrs. Fowler have conatructed for the 
Italian Government for this purpose. Another traction 
engine waa seen drawing a large waggon, and a eet of 
steam ploughing tackle waa exhibited’ at work. The 
principal ostablishment of the firm is situated on the 
opposite side of the road, and a little railway train, with 
light engine and two pitch pine cars, had been provided 
to convey His Highness and suite from the vew shop 
to this portion of the premises. The Shahzada looked 
at the train, but declined to go by it, and walked 
acroas the street to the other works. Here the visitors 
paesed through the tool shop to the boiler shop, where 
the Prince saw the process of bending plates, a flang- 
ing press at work, the trneing up of wheel tires, drill- 
ing, and other operations. Ho waa specially interested 
in the traction engines. In one of the workshops, henr- 
ing a loud, humming sound that made the air tremble, 
he looked up at the roof, then at the ground, but 
could not make out where the sound came from. He 
turned to Colonel Talbot and inquired what the noise 
was in the air. That gentleman questioned Mr. 
Wigram, who explained that the noise was cavsed by 
| the draught or blast, and thia explanation war given

only separated by a sinall yard from thoee of Meesrs. 
Fowler, and before score of the visitors were aware 
of the fact, they had left the Steam Plough Works, and 
were in Messra, Kitson’s boiler shop. Mr, Kitaon 
Clark, the works’ manager, was introduced to His 
Highness, and explained the work which waa being 
carried on. In the boiler shop the processes of machino 
cuilking, hydraulic riveting, and flanging were wit- 
nessed, ‘The orecting shop was rext visited, and hero 
. one of the locomotives which have been built by the 
firm for the Midland Great Western Railway Company, 
Ireland, waa seen running its trial test. The party 
then paseed through the oylinder and frame depart- 
ments, where ‘some frames intended for Indian loco 
motives were noticed, and His Highness left the works 
by the main entrance in Hunslet-road at five minutes 
to ora, The carriages had, in the interval, gone round 
from Loathley-road to Hunelet-road, and were waiting 
there for the visitors The proceagion returned to the 
Town Hall in the same order as before, and by tho 
rame routo. The crowds which kad gathored to ace 
the Shahzacla on his way to Hunslet appeared to have 
remained to sco him again on his return, and the pro- 
cession passed between long lines of spectators.

THE SHAHZADA’S VISIT. 
- In an experience of many years, rarely, if ever, has a more 
brilliant scene been witnessed at the Waterloo Station of the London 
and South-Western Railway than was to be noted this morning.

I have had many letters about our visitor from Afghan- 
istan ; but there is’ space only for a few remarks from my 
most impressive correspondent. ‘The Shahzada’s intention 
to stay here until September has,’ I am assured, ‘ thrown 
the India Office people into disorder.’ It seems, however, 

' that they fully deserve their distress. ‘ Why did they receive 
the Ameer’s son?

Jf not, why did we allow the Ameer to 
refuse to see Lord Roberts, and to choose Colonel Mortimer 
Durand instead?’ Besides, just think of what this serene 
young man has cost us! ‘It is computed that up to the 
present his visit has added 60,000/, to the burdens-of the 
British taxpayer. Why, for that sum we! could have had 
many statues of Oliver Cromwell, together with a few of 
Sir William Harcourt, even akhdugh the fitness of things 
should have ordained that the-latter must be immortalised 
in large blocks of brass.’

typically English, Of the splendid appearance which 
our Regular soldiers can make on ceremonial occasions 
the Shahzada had received ample proof before Saturday 
on Sonthvea-common, at the trooping of the colour, 
and at Aldorshot. Similar displays by paid soldiery 
might be provided in other countrica ; but no other 
nation can show a battalion of well-set-up soldiers, 
complete in equipment and officient in drill, about 1,100 
strong, in which every man gives his servires freoly, 
Still less cold any othor nation boast, in laying such 
spectacle as that which the Queen’s Westminstera pro 
vided before a foreign visitor, that this strong body of 
unpaid soldiers was but one example out of many good 
ones Which might havo been shown. Tho Shahzada 
arrived at the Guards enclosure in Hydo Park in one of 
the Royal carriages at half-past 6. He wore a brilliant 
uniform, and was accompanied by Coloncl Talbot, in 
uniform and wearing a white helmet, as well as by 
Colonel the Hon. Sir Henry Byng, Equerry to the Queen, 
Captain Pollen, A.D.C., and Colonel] Mahomed Akram 
Khan. Sir Gerald FitzGerald and Surgeon-Major Leahy 
were present, as was the Dachess of Westminster, 2a 
spectators, 

To describe in detail the moveinents of Colonal 
Howard Vincent’s fino battalion is no part of the 
present purpose; but there aro points to he 
noticed. First, the Shahzada looked with grceut intercst 
at a lino of veteran Volunteers, headed by a nan of 
great stature in tho gray aniform of the corps, and 
ending with men of ndvanced age in civilian dress, who 
were brought before him, ‘Chen he saw a capital marches 
past, and, next, with that intelligent curiosity in 
matters meohanical which is characteristic of him, he 
watched with eager attention tho process of deflating 
and inflating the tyres of the muchine ridden by onc of 
the cyclists, Then ho studied carcfully the dotails of 
the equipment of one of tho mca,who doffed his harness, 
to uge the old phrase,so that the process of study might 
be the more easy. ‘Tha whole performanco clearly 
pleased the Shahzada greatly, and, when it was over 
and the time for returning to Dorchester-house drew 
near, he spoke both to the Duke of Westminster and to 
Colonel Howard Vincent through Colonel Talbot, and 
shook hands with the Duke of Westminster. Altogether 
this was o pleasant little episode, and the memory of 
the long line of gray Volunteers, of tlit mounted! 
infantry, and of the cyolists is one which is likely to 
remain in his mind for a long time.

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The Shahzada has no doubt beon much sicased by his 
provincial tour, so far as it has increased his knowledge 
of the industries of the country, as he displayed a most 
west oud Intulligent interest in the various works 
which he inspected. There has, however, been much 
criticism among tho ratepayers of the places he visited 
in consequenco of the folly of the local authorities i We 
squandering large sums of the public money on sumptuous 
banquets in which the Afghan Prince declined to parti- 
cipate. He desired neither the dinners, the addresses, 
nor the tiresome functions, which were carefully got 
up with a view to the glorification and guzzling of local 
nonentities, 


Although the Shahzada’s visit is drawing to a close, 
it is perhaps not too late to protest against some 
of the stupid official blunders that have threatened to 
do much mischief. One of tho principal of theso was 
making so many fixtures for Tridays. Friday is the 
Mahommedan Sabbath, and the young Shahzada, who is 
very strict in his religious ohsorvances, was much put out 


at being expected to appear in public on that day. Again, 
many fixtures were made far too early. It is simply 
impossible for our Afghan visitor to show up at a very 
early hour, for the simple reason that about five sets of 
breakfasts have to be eaten first. Asis now well known, 
his whole party eat precisely the same food out of the 
same dish, some preparation of mutton and rico. Nasrulla 
Khan has first dip, and after he is satisfied the dish 
passes on to the Sirdars chief in rank, then to the next in 
rank, then to the superior attendants, and last to the 
inferior. It is about ten or cleven by the time every one 
has break fasted. 


Another groat mistake has been the number of tho 
functions and the amount of work thrown into them. 
The Shahzada, who is not really strong, has been nearly 
worn out ; indeed, it is wonderful he has mado so good a 
show, and won so many golden opinions for his uniformly 
gentle and courteous demeanour. At Liverpool there 
was an amusing incident when a gentleman who calls 
himself tho head, or chief priest, of the Iinglish Mahom- 
mecdans camo, and wished to kiss his hand. The 
Shahzada instantly drew it away when the reascn was 
explained to him, saying it was his placo to mako 
obeisance to the moollah. “ Religion,” he added, “ comes 
before everything.” After leaving England, Nasrulla 
Khan will travel lcisurcly overland to Constantinople, 
visiting many European capitals en rowe. 


By tho way, I see that on the occasion of the Shahzada’s 
reception at the Imperial Institute, although Fellows and 
their friends are allowed the right to be present, they have 
to pay for it at tho rate of 5s, each Fellow and 7s.

He was therefore quite consistent in his curious, and 
surely rather irritating, behaviour in regard to the cyclist section 
of the Queen’s Westminster Volunteers in Hyde Park last 
Saturday, Whilst deeply gratifying no doubt to the wheelmen, it 
must have rather “fetched” the rest of the battalion to have their 
inspection suspended for ten minutes because the Shahzada had 


- taken a sudden fancy to see an individual cyclist perform a series 


of gyrations of no military significance, such as could easily have 
been arranged for his Highness at one of the music halls, or even 
at Dorchester House. It reminds one a little of a certain general 
- officer who once went to inspect the Allahabad Fort, from which 
there is a fine view of the confluence of the Jumna and Ganges. 
Great efforts were made to interest the general in the fort, but all 
in vain. He asked no questions, made no remarks, and neither 
frowned.nor smiled, But when a slight commotion was observable 
in the river his whole attitude changed, he brisked up, rubbed his 
hands, smiled, and exclaimed in a tone of delighted surprise to 
the attendant staff, ‘‘ Tor’! there’s a porpoise !”

The main body 
of the casket is divided into panels, composed of 
delicate tracery of an Arabesque character separated 
by pillars of lapis lazuli, the centre panel on both 
sides containing the arms of Afghanistan richly 
enamelled in correct heraldic colours. From the 
four top corners spring magolneant half stare, 
containing upwarda of 178 fully-cut brilliants in 
each, The lid is slightly domed and richly chased 
with devices emblematical of the flora of Afghanis- 
tan : ascending from this are six massive pillars of 
lapis lazuli, with gold capitals of a ‘Turkish 
character, surmounted by six Mahomedan crescents, 
each composed: of 24 large brilliants, capped by 
turrets or finials in gold. rom the top of the 
temple thus formed spring six elegantly chased and 
jewelled arches crowned with the I} point diamond
